SOFIA, July 24.—After a brilliant 
campaign by the former allies against 
the Turks, a controversy over ter- 
ritory ensued, and a fierce, devastat- 


ing, and desperate war began. The 
question should have been amicably 


settled or referred to The Hague 


Court of Arbitration. 

Bulgaria did not declare war. Greece 
and Servia declared war against her. 

Though Rumania had taken no part 
in the Turkish war, she mobilized an 
army of 400,000 men and invaded un- 
protected territory of Bulgaria. Tur- 
key resumed hostilities and invaded 
territory. 

All thus formed a cordon of over 
eight hundred thousand men, which 
is attacking and besieging the entire 
territory of Bulgaria, a country equal- 
ing in size New York State, cutting 
all communications, devastating har- 
vests and towns, destroying bridges, 
and committing atrocities not within 
the pale of civilized warfare. Sixty 
thousand destitute refugees are now 
near here, who fled from the cruelties 
of the invaders. 

The battles between the Bulgarian 
army and the Servians, Greeks, and 
Montenegrins were desperate, with 
heavy losses on both sides. It is esti- 
mated that more than 50,000 were 
killed and wounded. 

This war was not anticipated, and 
there were only limited supplies for 
the Bulgarian army in the field and 
the depots.

My cablegram to 
the Red Cross at. Washington, sent 
several days ago, has not been an- 
sered. The harvesting of crops is re- 
stricted by lack of men. This must 
result in serious suffering in the 
camps and threatens a serious epi- 
demic. Good order has ben main- 
tained. 

After a series of sanguinary battles 
a commission is trying to arrange 
peace, but the terms may be so ex- 
orbitant as to be impossible or ruin- 
ous to this country. Austria is again 
mobilizing her army, and unless this 
unfortunate war is stopped it may re- 
sult seriously for the peace of Europe. 

I have stated the facts in mild 
terms. I could also mention the dis- 
tress occasioned by earthquake, the 
burden of supporting ninety thousand 
Turkish prisoners and the terrible 
strain upon a brave, strong people of 
sustaining two destructive wars within 
one year. 

Some telegraph lines are now open. 
I recommend ‘that liberal aid be 
cabled from our Red Cross at Wash- 
ington to her Majesty, the Queen of 
Bulgaria, who is the head of the Red 
Cross here and is devoting her life 
to the noble cause. I strongly request 
immediate American

SEA SANK UNDER WARSHIPS. 


Water Along Italian Coast So Hot 
That It Killed Fish. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times, 

MILAN, July 24.—A curious phe- 
nomenon is reported from Southern 
Italy. During the recent period of 
earthquake shocks and renewed vol- 
canic activity, Count Getido Biscaretti, 
commander of the Vettor Pisani, with 
three other torpedo vessels was en- 
gaged in target practice in the Gulf 
of Salerno, when the sea suddenly be- 
gan to sink at so amazing a rate that 
he was constrained to weigh anchor 
and steam 300 yards away. The centre 
of the disturbance seemed almost im- 
mediately under the fleet. 

This remarkable phenomenon was 
witnessed also by Admiral Corsi and 
the members of various crews. 'They 
said it was unique in their experience. 
The lowered level was observed for a 
quarter of an hour. Then the sea re- 
turned to its normal level, and after a 
while the whole phenomenon was re- 
peated. The same phenomenon was 
observed over a space of two hours in 
the Bay of :-iples and also at Mes- 
sina. Near the latter port in the salt 
lake of Ganzirra, celebrated for its 
oyster and other shellfish beds, the 
water became boiling hot during the 
night, so that the fisherfolk found the 
surface covered with tous of cooked 
fish and molluscs. 


DEVERY IN WRECK AT SEA. 


Wes Mutinous, Too, and Motor 
Boat’s Captain Locked Him Up. 


“Big Bill’’ Devery, President Frank 
Farrell of the Yankees. and a _ half 
dozen of their boon companions put 
off from Far Rockaway yesterday 
morning in an auxiliary fishing boat 
bound for the deep water and count- 
ing on a placid day with the fishes. 
They were seven miles off Long Beach 
shortly after noon when the heavens 
opened and the deluge came. 

.The downpour completely discouraged 
the engine, which ceased to perform its 
functions, and at that moment the ama- 
teur fishermen learned from the skip- 
per that the boat was not rigged for 
sailing as it had been once upon a 
time. 

The prospect of spending the rest of 
the day at sea so excited the party that 
Capt. Craft, decided his work would be 
simpler if they stayeé im the cabin, 
where he promptly put them—Devery 
and all—and locked them in. Although 
rebellious they stayed locked in 
throughout the storm while the boat 
bobbed disconsolately up and down in 
the heaving waters. 

It was six hours before that engine 
could be coaxed to resume its labors, 
and it was dark before the weary and 
petulant pleasure-seekers were deposit- 
ed 6n shore. 


BRYAN RETURNS, IRRITATED. 


Secretary Mute on Mexico, Japan, 
His Salary, and Watterson.

CHICAGO, July 24.—William Jennings 
Bryan, in a great hurry and manifestly 
irritated, waited for a brief time to-day 
in the Union Station for a train to 
Washington. In the interval, the Sec- 
retary of State ate at the “lunch” 
counter, harangued the reporters, re- 
christened the State Department by 
substituting the word “Secretive,” 
shied at the $12,000 salary topic, de- 
clined to discuss Col. Henry Watter- 
son's criticism of affairs in Washing- 
ton as ‘‘grape juice diplomacy,”’ and 
threatened to attack a reporter for 

asking him ‘‘ What’s the hurry?” 
‘‘ Boys,” sald Mr. Bryan, ‘“‘ the branch 
of the Government with which I am 
connected might well be changed in 


name from State Department to Se- 
cretive Department.” 

** What is the particular reason for 
the haste in returning to Washington? ’”’ 
he was asked. 

** Ags I announced before leaving Wash- 
ington,’’ he replied, ‘‘ I am returning at 
a time which will be practically coin- 
cident with the arrival from Mexico of 
Ambassador Wilson. On Saturday 
morning I shall hold the scheduled con- 
ference with Mr. Wilson on the Mexican 
situation.’’ 

“Will you discuss now the United 
States supervision of the election of a 
President in Mexico? ”’ 

“IT will not discuss any question be- 
fore the State, Department, especially 
not @ newspaper report as to the Presi- 
dent’s views when the President has 
not publicly stated his views.”’ 

“Will you discuss the Japanese situ- 
ation in Califernia from what you know 
of it at this time?” 

‘“‘Not further than to say that I con- 
ferred with the Japanese Ambassador 
before I left Washington.’’ ; 

The Secretary’s attention was called 
to a recent editorial by Col. Watterson, 
in which the Kentuckian spoke of 
“Grape juice diplomacy.” 

“TIT do not care to comment on a news- 
paper article,’’ Mr. Bryan said, ‘‘ and if 
I did comment it would not be on mat- 
ters before the State Department. 1 
have not read Col. Watterson’s editorial, 
and you need not quote it to me. I shall 
not discuss any editorials or interviews 
about myself. Should I do so it would 
consume most of my time.” 

“Mr. Bryan, one of the Cabinet of- 
ficers, when passing through Chicago 
the other day, said $12,000 a year was 
enough for him to live on. Have you 
any remark to make on that?" wag 
asked.

FOUR DIE IN BATTLE 
AT CABIN CREEK MINE 


Guards Sent to Scout West Vir- 
ginia Hills Are Fired On 


From Ambush. 





MICHIGAN MINERS RIOTOUS 





Gov. Ferris Orders Troops to the 
Copper District, Where Thou- 
. sands Are on Strike.

CHARLESTON, West Va., July 24.— 
Four men were killed as the result of 
a battle which occurred at Wakeforest, 
on Cabin Creek to-day, when striking 
miners attacked two mine watchmen. 
The dead are Frank Ginn and Don 
Slater, employes of the Wakeforest Min- 
ing Company, and two unidentified men, 
who are believed to have been Strikers. 

Since the mining town of Ohley, on 
Cabin Creek, was attacked by strikers 
three weeks ago, it has been the cus- 
tom for the operators to have watch- 
men scout the hillsides before allowing 
the miners to enter the shafts. Slater, 
who served for several years as a Dep- 
uty Sheriff on Cabin Creek and had 
acted as a mine guard, went on with 
Ginn to make the usual search this 
morning when several men opened fire 
on them. Ginn was killed at the first 
fire and Slater was shot through the 
leg, but he returned the fire, killing two 
of the attacking party. He kept on 
shooting until a second bullet hit him. 

Following the shooting searching par- 
ties were hurried into the hills under 
the direction of Deputy Sheriff Trow- 
bridge. The bodies of three men were 
found, but the rescuing party did not 
find Slater until after noon. He was 
brought to this place, and died in a 
hospital to-night. 

Coal operators say there is no doubt 
that the shooting was done by strikers. 

The Wakeforest mine is under the con- 
trol of the Cabin Creek Consolidated 
Coal Company, against whose mines a 
strike has been called by the United 
Mine Workers of America. Sheriff Ban- 
nerhill has received reports that strik- 


ers were arming themselves around 
camps at Eskdale and elsewhere. 


CALLS OUT MICHIGAN’ TROOPS. 


Artillery, Cavalry, and Infantry Sent 
to Quell Riots in Copper Region. 


CALUMET, Mich., July 24.—Disregard- 
ing the orders of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners against violence, the 15,- 
000 striking miners of the copper belt 
caused such disturbances to-day that 
Gov. Ferris ordered out the State troops. 
By to-morrow night there will be 2,400 
soldiers, including cavalry and artillery, 
in the mining fields of of the upper Pe- 
ninsula of Michigan. 

There were no concerted attacks on 
mine property, but several perscns were 
injured in sporadic brawls. So menacing 
did the situation appear to Sheriff 
Crune that he asked Gov. Ferris for 
militia early in the day. 
| The Governor was on his way to 
Alpena and when the request reached 
him at Bay City he at first was inclined 
to think the Sheriff was unduly alarmed. 
Later reports, however, convinced him 
that armed help was. needed, and he 


ordered Adjutant Gen. Vandercook to 
rush soldiers to the strike zone, A plen- 
tiful supply of ammunition and two field 
guns with shrapnel will arrive to-mor- 


row. 

While there’ were several outbreaks 
in various parts of the mining country, 
the chief disturbance that set the 
troops in motion was an assault on the 
deputy sheriffs stationed at the mines 
of the Calumet and Hecla Cornpany to 
protect property. one of the mines 
had attempted to operate, but the 
strikers seemed to object to the pres- 
ence of the deputies. 


Strip Deputies of Stars. 


About 300 strikers, armed with steel 
drills, clubs and stones—and a few with 
revolvers, which they fireq in the air~ 
marched to the No. 2 Conglomerate 
shaft and stripped the deputies of their 
stars. Meeting with little opposition, 


the victorious strikers proceeded to the 
Hecla branch mine and divested the 
deputies there of their insignia of 
authority. The deputies could not offer 
much resistance, because the strikers 
outnumbered them, but there were many 
fights after the stars had been col- 
lected and several persons were severely 
beaten. few men were taken to 
hospitals. 

The strikers then surrounded all the 
surface plants of the Calumet & Hecla 
Company and forced suspension of aux- 
iliary operations in these plants. The 
machine shops, foundries and other in- 
dustries were closed before the onset 
of the miners. The company managers 
asserted that these shops would have 
been closed anyway, because there was 
little for them to do. The =r mills 
were not molested, but they shut down 
to-day for lack of ore and because of 
the general confusion.

Quiet at Call for Troops. 


Whether the strikers yielded to the 
advice of their leaders or were fright- 
ened by the call for troops, they ceased 
their demonstrations this afternoon. 
More than 500 miners from Ahmeek 
marched to Calumet and paraded the 


streets, shouting for the union, but they 
attempted no violence. 

Several mass meetings were held and 
there was much _ enthusiasm when the 
speakers exhorted the men to remain 
faithful to the strike orders. Many of 
the men at the meetings carried clubs, 
and some of them had ives and re- 
volvers. Leaders of the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners have sent out repeated 
requests to the men to desist from car- 
rying arms or interfering with any one 
about the mines. 

After the mass meeting in Calumet 
this afternoon strikers marched to the 
Red Jacket shaft of the Calumet and 
Hecla Company and drove away three 
watchmen. Then a loyalty meeting was 
held and speeches were made in Eng- 
eh and Finnish. The speakers urged 
the men not to use violence, but to 
stand together for higher wages, better 
working conditions, and recognition of 
the union. 

At Hancock a body of strikers went 
to the Park Brewi Company's plant, 
which is operated by. non-union men, 
and closed it, driving away the brewers. 

To-night union meetings were held at 
all points affected by the strike.

IN FIGHTING FIRE) BELOW THE BOWERY 


President's Daughter Helps to| Final Dynamite Blast Connect- 





Save Property in’ Dodge 
Cottage, Eaglesmere.

EAGLESMERE, Penn., July 24.—With 
a high wind blowing showers of sparks 
from a burning cottage adjoining her 
hotel Miss Margaret Wilson, daughter of 
the President, was forced into the driv- 
ing rain here to-day. She helped the 
servants to move her belongings from 
the threatened building and she was the 
calmest person in the otherwise excited 
throng of Summer residents. 

For more than an hour the daughter of 
the President, soaked by the rain but 
evidently enjoying the experience, 
watched the fire fighters. When it be- 
came necessary to strip the adjoining 
houses, Miss Wilson and a half-dozen 
other girls of the Summer colony led 
in the salvage work. The President’s 
daughter mingled witn the firemen, of- 
fering practical suggestions, and watch- 
ing the fight against the flames at close 
range. 

The burned cottage belonged to Mr. 
and Mrs, W. C. Dodge of Washington, 
who are well acquainted with the Wil- 
son family. Mrs. Murphy, their mar- 
ried daughter, was living with them, 
and her baby, two months old, was 
carried out of the burning home by a 
fireman. Miss Jennie Dodge and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Johnson also were occupants 
of the cottage. They are well known 
among the younger set of Eaglesmere. 
The Dodges have been coming to 
Eaglesmere for the last fifteen years. 

As soon as the fire was discovered, a 
call was sent to Raymond Kehoror, head 
of the Volunteer Fire Department. Five 
minutes had not elapsed when the fire- 
men responded with hose and a chemical 
engine. The fact that they were so 
quick in answering the call alone pre- 
vented the Dodge cottage and the hotel 
where Miss Wilson was stopping from 
being destroyed. 

Among those who participated in the 
salvage work besides Miss Wiison were 
Louls A. Mattson, assistant manager cf 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, and Capt. 
E. Chase of Eaglesmere. W. C. Jack- 
son also took an active part in pre- 
venting the spread of the flames, res- 


;cuing the gccupants of the cottage, and 


saving the valuables. 

Dr. George Eroty Shoemaker, a well 
known physician of Philadelphia, was on 
hand to take care of Mr. Dodge, who 
is advanced in years. The guests of 
the surrounding hotels were spectators 
of the blaze. 

Miss Wilson just had returned to her 
hotel from a morning singing lesson, 
and was resting on the porch when she 
heard the cry of fire from the adjoin- 
ing cottage. The flames mounted 
quickly. The President's daughter put 
on her rain coat and rushed into the 
storm to help wherever she could. 


GIRL SAVES DROWNING MAN. 


Miss Emma Voltz Rescues E. A. 
Jaffin at Echo Bay.

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., July 24.— 
Miss Emma Voltz, 18 years old, living 
at 15 Hudson Street, this city, saved 
BE. A. Jaffin of New York City from 
drowning in Echo Bay here early this 
afternoon. 

Jaffin, who is on an automobile tour 
of the continent, stopped at New Ro- 
chelle to-day and went to Hudson Park, 
on Echo Bay, for a swim. He was a 
quarter of a mile from the float when 
he threw up his hands and sank. As he 
reappeared another swimmer, thinking 
he was “fooling,” splashed water in 
his face and swam away. But Miss 
Voltz, who was on the float, went to 
hig rescue. She grabbed him by the 
hair, turned him on his back, and swam 
with him to shore. A boat’s crew of 
the Life Saving Corps went to Miss 
Voltz’'s assistance, but when they saw 
how well she was handling her first res- 
cue they kept behind to give her the full 
credit of the rescue.

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ing ‘Aqueduct Shaft Catches 
Men Off Guard. 








Two men were mortally injured shortly 
after 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon by 
the last blast of dynamite set off to 
make the connection between Shafts 19 
and 20 of the Catskill Aqueduct. Simon 
Wynn, 34 years old, of 852 Amsterdam 
Avenue, a motorman of a small electric 
dirt train, had his right hand blown off, 
and his left hand badly mangled. 

Philip Scarzo, 29 years old, of 3 
Stanton Street, a dynamite worker, was 
peppered all over his body as if by gun- 
powder. He also lost an eye. Both 
were injured internally. They were 
taken to Bellevue, where it was said 
they could not survive the night. 

Shaft 19 is at Cooper Square, on the 
corner of Sixth Street and the Bowery, 
while shaft 20 is at Delancey Street. A 
distance of 3,840 feet separates the two 
shafts. For months, workmen 750 feet 
underground have been tunneling to- 
ward each other from the two shafts. 
They had come go closely together that 
it was decided yesterday to complete the 
connection between the two shafts by 
setting off one last big charge of dyna- 
mite, 

The blast was set off in the heading 
on the Delancey Street side, it was 
learned last night, while the two men 
injured were on the other or Cooper 
Square side, 

They apparently were taken by sur- 
prise by the blast, although it was said 
that a warning had been sent to the 
men in Shaft 19 that those in shaft 20 


would set off this final blast at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
Patrolman Hackman of the Fifth 


Street Police Station was called to the 
mouth of the Cooper Square shaft by 
employes of Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins, 
contractors, who asked him to send for 
an ambulance. The patrolman, looking 
down the shaft, saw the injured men 
being hoisted in buckets to the surface. 

The police had great difficulty in get- 
ting any information about the acci- 
dent. They learned that some fifty 
men at work far below ground, fled in 
terror to safety after the blast. 

An employe at one of the shafts last 


night wanted to know why so much was 
made of the accicent.

STEFANSSON’S SHIP SAFE. 


Alaska’s Engine Repaired After 
Breaking Down In a Gale. 


NOME, Alaska, July 24.—The gaso- 
line schooner Alaska, the second ship 
of Stefansson’s Canadian polar expedi- 
tion, for which fears were felt because 
she had not arrived at Port Clarence, 
reached there safely yesterday after a 
trying experience in the storm which 
swept Bering Sea Sunday and Monday. 

The Alaska was hove to behind Sledge 
Island for twenty hours, and then Capt. 
Nahmans decided to run for Port Clar- 
ence, seventy-five miles away. 

After six hours’ steaming through the 
storm the engine broke down. The 
gale increased, and the Alaska was 
again hove to under short sail, drifting 
for thirty-six hours toward Cape York. 
Temporary repairs were finally made 
to the engine and the ship made her 
way to Port Clarence. The break. in 


the engine is not serious, and repairs 
will not take more than two days.

“There should be a law by which all 
officers and enlisted men in the arm 
and navy, all other public officers who 
are employed away from their place of 
residence, all college students who are 
of age, and all drummers and railroad 
men could vote by mall.”

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TWO DIE OF HYDROPHOBIA. 


Jersey City Boy One Victim, Long 
Island Chauffeur the Other. 


John McInerney, the 14-year-old boy, 
who, on Tuestday, was taken tothe 
Jersey City MHospital suffering from 
hydrophobia, died there at 10:30 last 
night. The boy was bitten by a stray 
dog early in June while walking in the 
street near his home at 443 York Street. 
Little attention was paid to the slight 
wounds inflicted and as they healed 
quickly after cauterization, nothing 
more was thought of them. 

It was not until Sunday that pain de- 
veloped in the arm, which then began 
to swell, and it was not until Monday, 
when the boy found difficulty in swal- 
lowing, that the family became alarmed. 
His case was one of the clearest cases 
of‘rabies of recent record. 

According to the results of the au- 
topsy performed by Coroner's Physician 
MacLeod of Jamaica, Queens, the death 
of Henry Holland, Jr., of Madison 
Avenue, Winfield, was due to hydropho- 
bia. Holland, who died on July 22, had 
been ill for eight days, but the phy- 
sicians at the Rivercrest Sanitarium in 
Astoria were undecided as to the cause 
of his desth. It was recalled that young 
Hclland, who was a chauffeur, had 
killed a dog some time ago, but it was 
not known that he had been bitten.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—President 
Wilson has an anti-trust policy of his 
own, it became known to-day, but he 
will not take it up until the December 
session of Congress. 

The President has in mind a legisla- 
tive programme which does not involve 
amending the Sherman anti-trust law, 
but is said to contemplate additional 


statutes defining monopolies. The Pres- 
ident has declined, however, to discuss 
his ideas until the tariff and currency 
bills are disposed of. 


THROWN OUT BY LORDS. 


Another Government Bill, That to 
Abolish Plural Voting, Defeated. 


LONDON, July 24.—The House of 
Lords to-night rejected the bill to abol- 
ish plural voting at elections in the 
British Isles. The vote was 166 to 42. 

On July 14 this bill passed its third 
reading in the House of Commons, after 
a motion to reject it had been defeated 
by 298 to 222 votes.

MEDIATION FAVORED 
IN MEXICO'S GABE 


President, It Is Said, Will Sug- 
gest It if Congressional 
Approval Is Pledged. 








BRYAN MAY BE ARBITRATOR 





Lawmakers Divided as to Whether 
Mexican Factions Should Be 
Consulted First. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Although 
the policy of offering to mediate be- 
tween the warring factions in Mexico 
still is under consideration by President 
Wilson and his advisers, it is the un- 
derstanding among Senators and Repre- 
sentatives that the mediation plan will 
be initiated if tne President obtains 
assurance that it will meet the approval 
of Congress. 

The proposal to rescind the privilege 
now possesed by the Huerta Govern- 
ment of obtaining munitions of war 
from the United States probably will not 
be made ¢ffective until after the arrival 
in Washington of Henry Lane Wilson, 
the American Ambassador to Mexico, 
and his consultation with President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan. Among Con- 
gressmen it is asserted the President 
has decided to stop these shipments. 

From what was told to their col- 
leagues, Chairman Bacon of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations and 
Chairman Flood of the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Afairs, after their con- 
ference with President Wilson about 
Mexican affairs yesterday, {t is under- 
stood the proposed mediation, according 
to the plan outlined, is to be attempted 
through a single commissioner or a com- 
mission composed of several members. 
Among members of the Senate Commit- 
tee the impression prevails that more 
than one commissioner should be ap- 
pointed. Members of the House Com- 
mittee inclined toward one commissioner. 

House Members for Bryan. 

The dominant idea among the House 
Committeemen ig that Secretary Bryan 
Should serve. It is maintained some- 
body at present connected with the 
Government would be preferable to a 
man selected from outside. Secretary 
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and supposedly is acquainted with Mexi- 
can affairs. Another point made is 


that he is well known in Mexico, and 
would carry the prestige of being Secre- 
tary of State of the United States. 

A question discussed to-day was 
whether the mediation . commission 
should be appointed prior to a sugges- 
tion to the contending factions in Mex- 
ica. Appointment before such a sug- 
gestion, ‘t was commented, virtually 
would be an ultimatum to Huertistas 
and Constitutionalistag that they tn ust 
accept mediation, wheréas if both sides 
first consented there could be no cause 
of complaint. 

Agents of the Constitutionalistas are 
preparing a formal statement in which 
they will assert that the proposed Mex- 
ican national election is impracticable. 
They will contend mediation would 


mean that: while the United States 
Government was endeavoring to har- 
monize the differences between the 
parties Gen. Huerta’ would remain in 
control of the governmental machiner 
in Mexico City, and to that they will 
not assent. Another assertion will be 
that if this Government refuses to per- 
mit munitions of war to be sent to the 
Federal forces, that refusal will recog- 
nize the Federals and Constitutionalistas 
as factions itn de facto control of the 
parts of Mexico they control. Such rec- 
ognition, it will be said, is all the 
revolutionists ask at this time. 

Still another point will be that thé 
general election set for Oct. 20 can- 
not be recognize by the Constitution- 
alistas, because the act of the Mexican 
Congress providing for that election 
was dictated by Huerta. 


Rebels Offer Peace Pian. 


The plan of peace proposed by the 
Constitutionalistas is to place the exec- 
utive authority in the hands of a man 
who, immediately after peace is re- 
stored, will call an extraordinary session 
of the Mexican Congress to provide fur 


an election in accordance with the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

Col. Venusteano Carranza, rebel Gov- 
ernor of Coahuila and leader of all the 
insurgents, will becme a candidate for 
President of Mexico, it is said, at the 
regular election. He will not act as 
Provisional President. 

A suggestion put forth to-day was 
that it might become necessary for the 
United States to recognize two sepa- 
rate Governments in the present Mexi- 
can territory. That suggestion came 
from Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, a Democratic member of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. Sen- 
ator Hitchcock also suggested that it 
might become the policy of the United 
States to annex two of the northwestern 
Steats of Mexico, as an indemnity for 
damages done to the property of Ameri- 
cans in the present troubles. . 

It was reported to-day that ex-Repre- 
sentative John B. Lanmib of Terre Haute, 
Ind., might be named as the American 
mediator. Mr. Lamb is a lawyer, a 
Democrat and a close friend of Vice 
President Marshall. He has been re- 
garded as President Wllson’s probable 
choice for Ambassador to Mexico to 
succeed Henry Lane. Wilson.  Presi- 
dent Wilson received belated word from 
Ambassador Wilson through the State 
Department to-day that the Ambassa- 
dor did not expect to reach New York 
from Havana until Saturday. It is 
generally understood that Ambassador 
Wilson's resignation will be accepted 
— his conferences in Washington 
end. 

The Ambassador will be asked to ap- 
gene before the Senate Committee on 
‘oreign Relations as soon as it is con- 
venient for him to do so. Members 
of the committee are reported to be 
irritated because they were not con- 
sulted by President Wilson as to the 
Mexican situation. 


TORREON’S FALL CONFIRMED. 


Constitutionalists Tell of 
Federal Prisoners. 


EAGLE PASS, Texas,. July 24.—Of- 
ficlal announcement was made to-day in 
Constitutionalist headquarters in Pie- 
dras Negras of the capture of Torreon, 
Mexico, by Constitutionalists. Fifteen 
hundred prisoners, twenty cannon and 
a large supply of ammunition fell into 
pace hands, the Constitutionalists al- 
eged.

This time the rebels said they would 
obey, and started for the cell house, 
The negro, Texas Jack, was with them. 
To reach the cell house it was neces- 
sary to pass through a narrow corridor, 
and at this point, five of the con- 
wicts, armed with knives, leaped upon 
him, bore him to the ground and 
slashed him mercilessly. 

The guards rushed to the rescue of 
the negro, but he had been badly 
wounded before they could pull his as- 
Ssaflants away. He was removed to the 
prison hospital and it was said that his 
condition was critical. 

Among the convicts Texas Jack was 
considered a traitor. and his punish- 
ment was supposed to be the punisn- 
ment of a traitom 

Warning of impending trouble came to 
the Warden yesterday from a trusty, a 
great, big brute of a convict, as the 
keepers described him. It was said that 
he was a negro, and it is supposed that 
the convicts thought he was Texas 
Jack. ‘‘ There’s going to be two fires 
to-day—one in the mattress store room 
and the other in the knitting shop. Look 
out, I tell you. And look out for a 
break, too,’’ he said, as the Warden 
passed him at 6 A. M. 

The informer was gone in a second. 
The Warden acted at once. He found 
fifty-five of his ninety-eight guards 
within the prison walls. Telephones be- 
gan ringing, and every guard within 
reach was summoned to report. Those 
at command were instructed to watch 
carefully for fires and to report instant- 
ly any attempt at violence or any sympe« 
tom of a “ break.’’ 

The fire came, but the “ break” 
didn’t. Instead, it was a strike. A hun- 
dred or more of the shop men refused to 
work, delivering an ultimatum for the 
release of fellow-convicts then locked 
up for insubordination on the day be- 
fore. 

The 1,300 prisoners in the Cell House 
as well as the 150 or more in the an- 
nex were astir early. The cumulative 
events of the last few days which 
started with the big fire and ended 
with the ‘“bolt’’ on Wednesday after- 
noon of 150 second termers had brought 
the convicts to a high pitch of unrest.

MYSTERY OF A BUST SOLVED 


Portrait in Ranta leet Is of W. Ss. Garner, 
Pre-War Friend of Negroes.

MRS. BORWICK GETS 
DECREE OF DIVORCE 


Hitch in Her Case in the Eng- 
lish Courts Successful- 
ly Dealt With. 


JUDGE WAS NOT SATISFIED 


And the Petitioner Was Recalled to 
the Stand to Give Further Evi- 
dence as to Cruelty. 


Special Cable to THE New York TIMES. 

LONDON, July 24.—A serious hitch 
occurred in the divorce suit of Mrs. 
Mary Mason Borwick, daughter of 
L. C. Hasell of New York, in court 
to-day. When her counsel, F. -E. 
Smith, M. P., K. C., had concluded 
her case, the President, Sir Samuel 
Evans, indicated that he was. not 
satisfied with the evidence regarding 
cruelty on the part. of ‘the husband, 
George Borwick, son and heir of Sir 
Robert Borwick, and declined to 
grant a decree unless further evidence 
were produced. 

Mrs. Borwick had stated that her 
husband frequently spat in her face. 
‘You are not asking me to assume, 
surely, that this spitting was cruel- 
‘ty?’’ remarked the Judge. “It may 
be great indignity, but not cruelty.” 

Counsel proceeded to argue that it 
was cruelty, but the Judge said more 
substantial facts must be given. 

Mrs. Borwick was then recalled to 
the stand, where she related addi- 
tional incidents of cruelty, and 
eventually this was considered suf- 
ficient, with the evidence of the hus- 
band’s misconduct, for the issue of a 
decree. 

In presenting the case the petition~ 
er’s counsel remarked that other 
charges in the original petition had 
been withdrawn and that the court 
would be asked to adjudicate upon 2 
supplementary petition. 

Mrs. Borwick’s Evidence. 


Mrs. Borwick was a fascinating fig- 
ure as she told her story in court. A 
tall, slim figure, she was dressed in 
black silk with old English lace 
trimming on the corsage, and a large, 
black picture hat set off her wavy 
mass of auburn hair. 

After saying that she was married 
on Dec. 7, 1908, in. Grace Church, 
New York, the petitioner spoke of 
her husband’s | ill-treatment. She 
gave a long Hst of incidents, saying 
“he was always ragging me about 
little things.’’ Once he !told her he 
hated her and then struck her three 
times on the head with his fist. In 
March, 1911, in a dispute about a 
piano, he called her a “ creature” and 
spat in her face. This he did on sevy- 
eral occasions at ‘their Berkeley 
Square house and their country house 
im Devonshire. 

Mrs. Borwick’s confidential house- 
keeper, Mrs. Harbourough, a native 
of New York City, spoke of an occa- 
sion when George Borwick denied hit- 
ting the petitioner. She said: ‘“‘He 
told me he only gavé ber love taps,”’ 
at which there was laughter. 

After evidence of Mr. Borwick’s 
misconduct, the, Judge said: ‘ This 
case has been adjourned and post- 
poned so often that probably the 
evidence has been reduced to a min- 
imum, This minimum is quite insuf- 
ficient for me, however. ‘These quar- 
rels between husband and wife do not 


amount to cruelty.” ; 


Threatened to Shoot His Wife. 


S0, when Mrs. Borwick was re- 
called, she testified that her hus- 
band’s treatment gave her nervous 
disorders and that she had to have 
two doctors, While she and her hus- 
band, she went on, were at a house 
party in Cumberland the question of 
his gambling and other debts came 
up, and in the course of a quarrel he 
threatened to shoot her. Once, in 
Ireland, he threw a watch she had 
given. him at her and called her a 
“filthy, immoral woman.” She was 
so exaspera'ted that she told him if 
he ever dared hit her again she would 
kill him. 

Counsel—‘‘ Your husband charged 
you with adultery from time to 
time?” 

“Yes,” said Mrs. Borwick, “ but 
there was not the slightest founda- 
tion for those charges. When I came 
back from India I found our house tn 
Charles Street closed to me and ad- 
mittance to me was refused.” 

After the servant, recalled, had 
corroborated Mrs. Borwick’s state- 
ments the Judge granted a decrees 
nisi with costs. 

Mr. Duke, K. C., who watched the 
case for one of the parties mentioned 
in the original petition, asked that all 
references to the earlier charges be 
struck out of the papers. The name 
of the person referred to was in doc- 
uments furnished by the husband In 
his counter-charges and was not 
mentioned in court. The court grant- 
ed the application, 

At ‘the conclusion of the proceed- 
ings Mrs. Borwick received the con- 


gratulations of a number of friends 
in the corridors of the court. 


Plaintiff Talks of Her Plans. 


Immediately after the decree was 
granted Mrs. Borwick gave Toy New 
YorK TIMES correspondent 'the only 
statement that she has made for pub- 
lication since the beginning of the 
proceedings. In her apartments at 
Claridge’s Hotel, to which she had 
motored from the court, she said: 

“It is all over, and I am thorough- 
ly satisfied with the result I have 
fought so many months ‘to secure. 
From this moment I am not Mrs. 
George Borwick. The name by which 
I shall be known in future will be 
Mrs. Mary Mason Cruger Hasell. I 
am a direct descendant of John 
Cruger, Mayor of. New York, from 
1739 to 1744, whose son, John, was 
the founder, President, and _, first 
Speaker of - ‘the Colonial Assembly 
and also founder and President of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce.

SURGERY’S DEBT TO CRILE. 


Sir Berkeley Moynihan Tells of 
Benefits of Amerlcan’s Process. 
Special Cable to Top New YorK Times. 
LONDON, July 24.—Prof. Sir Berk- 
eley Moynihan, the well-known sur- 
geon, at the meeting of the British 
Medical Association at Brighton, to- 
day referred in warm terms to the 
debt that surgery owes to the Amer- 
ican surgeon Dr. G. W. Crile of Cleve- 
land for the new process of anaesthe- 
sia, whereby the area operated on is 
shut off entirely from ‘the brain, for 

nearly a week if necessary. 

Prof. Moynihan pointed out that 
surgeons were apt to delude them- 
selves with the idea that because the 
patient was unconscious no damage 
to nerve centres was possible, which 
was, he said, a great mistake. Under 
‘the new process barriers were placed 
on all the nerve centres, completely 
isolating the field of operation, Sir 
Berkeley added: 

“We owe this entirely to Dr. Crile, 
to whom the debt of surgery was al- 
ready a heavy one. I think that to a 
surgeon of tender heart his latest 
achievement must bring the most 
profound satisfaction.” 

Sir Berkeley explained in greater 
detail the immense benefits of this 
new principle, which he termed “ tech- 
nical association.” ‘Dr. Crile,” he 
said, ‘“‘has shown that in the condi- 
tion recognized as ‘shock’ definite 
demonstrable changes occur in the 
cells of the brain, which discharge all 


‘the energy they had stored. This ex- 


hausting discharge of nervous energy 
is due to the excitation which is 
caused by the infliction of number- 
less injuries, each of them small, or 
to the infliction of one overwhelming 
impression. The effect of Dr. Crile’s 
process is that the operation can now 
be conducted in an area which, for the 
time being, does not belong to the pa- 
tient, which he cannot reach by any 
{mpulse directed toward it, and which 
can be dealt with as the surgeon 
wishes without the, patient having 
any power of receiving impressions 
from it.” 

Sir Berkeley said most striking re- 
sults of the surgeon’s new powers, 


which enabled him to investigate con- 
ditions of disease in an entirely novel 
manner, were seen in the treatment of 
exophthalmic goitre. It had been no 
uncommon thing in such cases to find 
the patient suffering profoundly from 
shock, and the heart often beat so 
rapidly that it seemed to be galloping 
to death, but by the new method the 
patient’s emotional activities were un- 
disturbed, and within a few days his 
whole appearance and condition un- 
derwent a striking change for the 


NO CANCER CURES YET, 


Claims of Twelve Exploded During 
the Year—One Costing $32,500.

AT PHILIPPOPOLIS 


Said to be in Blg Bulgarian City 
Are. Known to Have 
Reached Jamboli. 


KING APPEALS TO POWERS 


Declares Ottomans Are Massacring 
and Burning-—Porte Says Ad- 
vance Is Due to Bulgar Atrocities. 


LONDON, Friday, July 25.—A tele- 
gram was received yesterday afternoon, 
in the course of the session of the Euro- 
pean Ambassadors here, from the Bul- 
garian Minister in Paris reporting that 
Turkish troops had entered the import- 
ant Bulgarian town of Philippopolis, 
that the populace were fleeing, and that 
the situation was desperate. 

The Bulgarian Legation in London 
confirms a report of the advance of 
Turkish troops to Jamboli, but has no 
news of their advance on Philippoipolis, 
The diplomats are of opinion that if the 
report is correct it must refer merely 
to a reconnoitering flying column. 


SOFTA, July 24.—The Turks have oc- 
cupied and burned the villages on the 
road from Kizilagatch to Jamboli. The 
frontier people are fleeing into the in- 
terior, 

King Ferdinand to-day summoned the 
representatives of the powers to the 
palace and addressed them as follows: 

“I am anxioug to protest before Eu- 
rape against the outrageous action of 
the Turkish army, which, not content 
with violating the Treaty of London, is 
engaged in invading the old territory 
of my kingdom in the direction of Tir- 
nova, Silemenli, and Jamboli, and is 
giving itself up to the most frightful 
excesses, burning villages, massacring 
the inhabitants, and spreading panic 
throughout Thrace, 

“I cannot believe that the great pow- 
ers, who signed the diplomatic act now 
being trodden under foot, can regard 


with indifference what is being done to- 
day and remain impassive under the 
insult placed upon ihem and to the 
crimes of. which we are the victims. In 
the distress in which the Bulgarian na- 
tion finds itself, I have appeared on its 
behalf before the representatives of civ- 
ilization, and beg Europe, through your 
intermediary, to put an end to the suf- 
ferings of people fleeing before the 
return of their old oppressors.”’

WOMAN RUSHES AT ASQUITH 


Tries to Clutch the Premier—Lead- 
Ing Suffragists, Taken for Tour- 
ists, Get Into Houses of Commons.

LONDON, July 24.—An attempt to 
burn a mansion near Glasgow, Mrs, 
Pankhurst out of jail again, Premier 
Asquith called “scoundrel,” an in- 
vasion of the House of Commons by 
a band of suffragettes, and a scuffle 
with the police, as incidents of a sin- 
gle day, show that the militants are 
still keeping up their fight, though 
the authorities, backed up by The 
Daily Mail and other papers, proclaim 
that their war upon society is no 
longer such an organized, formidable 
campaign as it was before the “ Cat 
and Mouse” act came into operation. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was released from 
Holloway Jail this evening, and mo- 
tored home, where her doctor pro- 
nounced her condition “ critical.” She 
has been in and out of prison four 
times since she was sentenced on 
April 3. As a result of ‘hunger strik- 
ing, she has spent only nineteen days 
in prison. 

The Asquith ineident occurred at 
| Morten, Yorkshire, ‘Three women 
threw handbills into the motor car in 
which were the Premier and his wife, 
and one woman tried to rush at and 
clutch Mr. Asquith and screamed, 
‘‘Why don’t you stop torturing wo- 
men, you scoundrel?’

Asquith Weary of Struggle?

In the waiting lobby Mrs. Law- 
rence, noticing a crowd of members 
of Parliament and their feminine 
friends from the Terrace, began a 
speech. The police interfered, and 
Mrs. Lawrence was carried bodily 
away. 

There was a violent scene. The 
shouting men and women were car- 
ried to the door. The women shrieked 
and kicked as they were dragged 

ong, and Mrs. Lawrence began ‘to 
eee the crowd outside the 
House. She was at once seized again 
‘by the police and carried further 
away. She called on the crowd to 
witness how she was treated, and, 
with Lady Sybil Smith, again at- 
tempted to enter the House.

MADERA AMERICANS SAFE. 


ix Families, Consul Reports, Are 
on Way to El Paso. -

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The acute 
situation at Madera, State of Chihuahua, 
Mexico, where fourteen families of 
Americans were said to be huddled in 


one room under siege by Mexican ban- 
dits bent on miiitag them in revenge 
for the shooting of two brigands by 
Ameriean cowboys, was relieved to-day 
by full advices from Consul Letcher in 
Chihuahua and Consul Edwards in El 
Paso. The Americans are on their way 
to the United States. At least six fam- 
ilies from Madera are in the party. 
They are traveling to El Paso without 
molestation, 

Consul Edwards reported to the State 
Department that these -six families 
were the only Americans 8 mpponed to 
have been in Madera last Sunday, when 
the story went out of the prospect of a 
massacre there. These persons were 
connected with the Madera Lumbering 
Company. They had plenty of food, 
rifles and ammunition. Railroad of- 
ficials said there was a locomotive in 
Madera, with plenty of tox ears, which 
the Americans could have used. For 
fully seventy miles to the north the 
road was in operating condition.

These amendments would radically al- 
ter the Owen-Glass bill. They would 
provide for the issuance of about $200,- 
000,000 of United States notes through 
the Federal reserve banks to farmers on 
warehouse or storage certificates cover- 
ing cotton, corn, or wheat in bonded, 
insured, and solvent warehouses or 
storage plants to be approved by the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

These amendments were presented as 
@ substitute for some of the main sec- 
tions of the Owen-Glass biil—ostensibly 
to “‘perfect” the Administration meas- 
ure, but conservative members think 


on State or Territorial bonds, the issue 
to any State not to exceed $10,000,000 at 
any one time, and the money to be used 
or road building, bridges, and other 
pablic improvements.

Ragsdale presented the amendments in 
the Democratic conference printed copies 
of them, with a long explanatory state- 
ment, were given out by Mr. Henry. In. 
this statement Mr. Henry said in part: 


In Interest of Creditor Classes. 


The bill as now written is wholly in the 
interest of the creditor classes, the bank- 
ing fraternity, and the commercial world, 
without proper provision for the debtor 
glasses and those who toil, produce, and 
sustain the country. 

The Henry plan provides for rewriting 
Section 17 so as to provide substantially 
for the issue of United States notes in- 
stead of Federal reserve notes, not to ex- 
ceed $700,000,000. It provides that these 
notes shall purport on their face to be 
Obligations of the United States Govern- 
ment, issued at the discretion of the Fed- 
@ral Reserve Board solely for the purpose 
of making advances to the reserve banks, 
These notes are to be redeemable in gold. 

The Henry amendment provides that the 
currency be divided into three classes: 
Class A consisting of $300,000,000, desig- 
Mated as ‘‘ commercial currency ’’; Class 
B, consisting of $200,000,000, designated as 
“* industrial currency,’’ aud Class C, con- 
sisting of $200,000,000, designated as *' ag- 
ricultural currency.’’ Then the Henry plan 
proceeds to fix the items upon which this 
currency would be issued to the agricul- 
tural, industrial, and commercial classes 
in the proportions stated. 

The Henry plan provides that the $200,- 
000,000 of ‘‘ industrial currency ’’ should 
be issued to the States and Territories 
a areca pec sceastansi eae daeetattenen ecerosepsiaanireanasionain a eariaenaty 
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opposes the Democratic Currency Re- 
form bill, believes he has found a so- 
lution of the problem involved. He has 
written to President Wilson, Secretary 
McAdoo and each member of Senate 
and House suggesting three amendments 
to the National Bank act and the en- 
actment of a law for the deposit of 
public money with clearing house as- 
sociations; also the establishment of a 
bank of the United States of deposit, 
discount, and exchange, the total stock 
to be owned by the United States.

1. To require national banks to with- 
draw their reserve funds and to hold these 
moneys in their own vaults. 

2. To prohibit national banks from mak- 
ing loans upon securities (bonds and stock) 
that have not paid interest or dividends of 
not less than 8 per cent. per annum for 
three consecutive years prior to date of 
loan, and to imit amount of loans to 60 per 
cent, of the average market price for the 
three calendar years preceding date of loan. 

3. Authorizing national banks to estab- 
lish two classes of accounts, one payable 
in actual money, when money has been de- 
posited, and one payable by credit on the 
bank books when a credit has been de- 
posited or a note discounted. 

A period of one year, and no longer, 
Mr. Barker says, should be given to 
national banks to withdraw their re- 
serve money from reserve cities, so as 
to cause as little disturbance as possi- 
ble in New York. 


SHOT WAS A FALSE ALARM. 


Driver Found Lying Beside Team— 
‘Had Fallen Off the Wagon. 


Shortly after 8 o’clock last night, Pa- 
trolman Bentley of the Alexander Ave- 
nue Police Station, on duty in 188th 
Street, heard a revolver shot, and, run- 
ning in the direction from which the 
sound came, found Edward Busking, 19 
years old, of 126 Broadhurst Avenue, 
The Bronx, a driver for Park & Tilford, 
lying on the ground beside his two-horse 
team, at 138th Street and Rider Avenue. 

Jumping to the plausible conclusion 
that the man had been shot and had 
fallen off his wagon, Bentley sent in an 
ambulance call to the Lincoln Hospital, 
and he then turned his attention to the 
supposedly injured man, only to find in 
Busking’s pocket a revolver with four 
chambers still loaded, and when the am- 
bulance surgeon arrived he promptly di- 
agnosed alcoholism.

Republican Amendments _ to 
Chemical Schedule Rejected 


by Strict Party Votes. 


WEEKS ON “INTIMIDATION ” 


Secretary Redfield Quoted Against 


Himself by Massachusetts Sen- 
ator—Works Criticises Wilson. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—After yes- 
terday’s unexpected progress on the 
Tariff bill the Senate slowed down to- 
day and only two or three pages were 
disposed of. Prepared speeches in op- 
position to the bill by Senator Works of 
California and Senator Weeks of Mas- 
sachusetts delayed further consideration 
of the chemical schedule. But such 
votes as were taken on the Republican 
amendments submitted showed Demo- 
cratic control unbroken. 

Senator Burton of Ohio proposed an 
amendment admitting free of duty nut- 
galls and Persian berries. It was re- 
jected ‘without division. 

Mr. Smoot moved to restore saffron, 
saffron cake, and safflower to the free 
list. His amendment was rejected, 27 
to 40. This vote was strictly partisan, 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, who 
yesterday voted several times with the 
Democrats, did not vote. 

The provision imposing a duty of $1 
@ pound on crude amber and reducing 
the duty on smokers’ articles from 60 
to 50 per cent. led to a long discussion. 
Democratic members of the Finance 
Committee showed a wide divergence of 
opinion as to the effects of the changes. 
Mr. Oliver of Pennsylvania, pointed out 
that the reduction on smokers’ articles 
involved a surrender of something like 
$130,000 while the new levy on crude 
amber’ would produce only $35,000. Mr. 
Hughes of New Jersey insisted for the 
committee that there would be com- 
pensating increases of revenue from 
smokers’ articles, other than amber; 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi ad- 
mitted that the changes undoubtedly 
would involve material loss of revenue. 


No effort was made to amend the para- 
graph. 


“Intimidation” of Industry. 


Statements by Secretary Redfield and 
House Leader Underwood that the Gov- 
ernment would investigate any manu- 
facturer who closed down his shop be- 
cause of the Tariff bill were denounced 
by Senator Weeks as “an attempt to 


intimidate the managers of American 
industries.”’ 

Reference was made to the report on 
the Taylor shop management system 
by a@ committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in 1911 upon which served 
Secretaries Redfield and Wilson. 

‘That report,’’ Senator Weeks said, 
‘stated that ‘conditions vary in dif- 
ferent shops,’ and that ‘a system which 
would be effective in one might not 
be so effective in another. Yet the Sec- 
retary of Commerce attempts to bull- 
doze the American manufacturers by 
putting into operation a_ condition 
which a little over a year ago he de- 
clared could not be made uniform. if 
it is impossible for a Government shop 
to determine what is efficient manage- 
ment, how can the Government dcter- 
mine whether a private concern can 
conduct itself with profitable results.” 

In an effort to prove that tariff re- 
ductions by the new Democratic bill 
bear no relation to actual conditions of 
competition, Senator Weeks read an 
inventory of the foreign foods, supplies, 
and furniture used in and about the 
Senate Chamber. 

The ink wells, he said, were made in 
Austria, bone letter openers in France, 
hair brushes in England: or Japan, 
knives and pens in England, razors and 
souvenir post cards in Germany, mineral 
waters and ginger ale in Europe, and 
safetly matches in Sweden, while many 
dishes served in the Senate restaurant 
are prepared form imported articles. 


Works Criticises President. 


Senator Works, in defending a protec- 
tive tariff on citrus fruits, assailed the 
President for ‘‘Executive interference’ 
in framing the tariff bill, and de- 
nounced his action as a dangerous prece- 
dent. The California Senator declared 
that a foreign lobby, condudcted exclu- 
sively in the interest of foreign lemon 
growers to procure the free listing of 
lemons, had been in evidence in Wash- 
ington for a long time. 

Has the Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee been informed? ’’ Senator Norris 
asked. 

‘*T understand so,’’ Senator Works 
replied, ‘‘and two agents of that lobby 
have been subpoenaed.”’ 

Senator Works declared that while 
it was true that some Chinese and 
Japanese labor had been forced on the 
California fruit growers, despite their 
efforts to keep them out, statistics 
showed that 8 per cent. of the em- 
loyes of citrus fruit ranches and pack- 
ng plants were Americans. 

Senator Works will resume his speech 
to-morrow. 
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DULFER RUSHESAT CROPSEY| HEADLESS BODY AT SEA. | GUESTS EXPECTED A GHOST. 


Sight of His Wife in Tears Infuri- 


ates Police Captain. 


There was an exciting scene in tne 
County Court House, Brooklyn, at noon 
yesterday when Police Capt.John Dulfer, 
suffering from nervous strain caused 
by his son’s trial for larceny, and in a 
rage over the repeated examinations of 
his wife before the grand jury, rushed 
furiously at District Attorney Cropsey, 
making what was viewed as an attempt 
to strike the public prosecutor. He 
struggled fiercely with five men who 
seized him and worked himself into such 
a state tnat he collapsed and had to 
be attended by an ambulance surgeon 
before he could be taken home. Mr. 
Cropsey, much agitated, left the build- 


ing by the rear exit. 

The present troubles of Capt. Dulfer 
began when his twenty-year-old son, 
Arthur, was arrested on June 26, 
charged with stealing a purse contain- 
ing $50 from Agnes Anderson, a maid. 
Soon after the arrest of young Dulfer, 


Miss Anderson, who had been em- 
ployed by a Flatbush family, left town. 
It was learned tnat she had gone to 
the home of her brother in Davenport, 
Iowa, and there were reports that the 
sum of $50 had been paid to her to 
leave Brooklyn so as not to appear.as 
the complaining witness in the case. 

Mrs. Dulfer was subpoenaed again 
yesterday. With ner lawyer, Hugo 
Hirsh, she appeared on Wednesday be- 
fore County Judge Dike to- protest 
against the questioning by the District 
Attorney. Yesterday there was a con- 
ference before Judge Dike at which the 
District Attorney, Lawyer Hirsh, Mrs. 
Dulfer and her husband were present. 
It was brought out that a question 
which Mrs. Dulfer had refused to an- 
swer was as to whether she had been 
told by her husband that he had paid 
any money to Agnes Anderson. After 
precedents had been presented by both 
sides, the court said: 

“Tf the witness seeks to evade an- 
swering questions that fall within the 
purview of the phrase ‘confidential 
communicaticn’ I shall lean toward the 
law that protects the relationship of 
man and wife. The witness need not 
answer.” 

Leaving the court, Mr. Cropsey insist- 
ed that Mrs. Dulfer, in answer to the 
subpoena, again go before the Grand 
Jury. It was this, evidently, which 
caused Capt. Dulfer to lose control of 
himself. Mrs. Dulfer came out of the 
jury room in a few minutes and seemed 
to be on the verge of collapse. Some one 
called the Captain in from the corridor, 
and he stood for a moment or two by 
the side of his wife in the anteroom, 
complaining bitterly that she was being 
*- persecuted.”’ Suddenly he moved 
toward Mr. Cropsey, who was one of a 
group standing near. Detectives Harry 
States and William Roddy and three 
other men took hold of Dulfer, who 
struggled with them, crying: 

“‘That man! That man!” 

Finally he sank to the floor. After a 
few minutes he was taken into Part IV. 
of the County Court amd an ambulance 
surgeon was called from the Brooklyn 
Hospital. In a little while the Captain 
regained his composure and was taken 
home by his wife. 

Meantime the District Attorney had 
left the building by the Livingston 
Street door. He declined to talk about 
the episode. 


MAN AND WIFE ROBBERS. 


James and Edith Millie Convicted 
of Plundering a Boarder. 


James Millie and his wife, Edith, were 
convicted yesterday of robbery in the 
first degree, before Judge Foster, in 
General Sessions, and may get twenty 
years in Sing Sing. ‘They were re- 
manded to the Tombs for sentence on 
Wednesday, 

The Millies were arrested on the com- 
plaint of George Winfield, who says he 
is a carpenter, and who boarded with 
the Millies at 367 West Fifty-second 
Street. Winfield alleges that on June 
7 he came home to the apartment and 
flashed a roll of bills, which the Millies 
saw. He laid down for a nap, and was 
awakened, he says, about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon by some one stirring in 


the room. Winfield says that he recog- 
nized Millie, who hit him over the head 
with a blackjack and pointed a revol- 


ver at him. 

According to Winfield, Mrs. Millie 
came into the room, bringing some chlo- 
roform, and put him to sleep. When he 
came to his roll, which contained $184, 
was gone. He brought an officer to the 
apartment and had the Millies arrested. 

Millie’s defense, was that Winfield had 
attacked his wife.

Riehl, a jeweler, was shot by Miss Aug- 
usta Agnes Edwards, a stenographer, on 
the street here to-night.

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FIRE ESCAPE POOR, 
SAYS AHEARN'S AID 


Binghamton Clothing . Factory, 
According to Deputy Marshal, 
Was Equipped Poorly. 


HE WARNS OTHER PLANTS 


Plot Alleged to Fix Blame on Labor 
Commission — Number of 
Known Dead Forty. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BINGHAMTON, July 24.—As the re- 
sult of many hours’ Work in the ruins 
of the Binghamton Clothing Company’s 
factory, twénty-nine bodies have been 
taken from the wreckage, of which only 
six have been identified. The list of 
known dead has been reduced to forty 
by the discovery that Miss Catherine 
Sullivan, who was counted among the 
missing, was on a vacation in Canada. 

George F. Roesch of Albany, Deputy 
State Fire Marshal, asserted to-day he 
had obtained evidence that the fire es- 
capé on the clothing factory was faulty 
and did not comply with the State labor 
law. He said it was constructed of light 
iron piping, that tne sideholds were two 
pieces of five-eighths iron. which also 


was used for steps; that the platforms 
were undersized, and that such a fire 
escape was dangerous. He announced 
that he just had served notice on the 
owners of three amusement places, two 
mercantile blocks, and a factory that 
better facilities must be provided in 
twenty-four hours or the State would 
close their doors., 

Bernard Shientag, assistant counsel to 
the Senate Investigating Committee, 
said it would hold a public investiga- 
tion later in the week, but would take 

o action now which might hamper the 

istrict Attorney. He added the com- 
mittee would endeavor to remedy con- 
ditions that had made possible such 
a disaster, and if that required an 
amendment or abrogation of the labor 
laws the changes would be made at 
the present special session of the Legis- 
lautre. 

Speaking of Gov. Sulzer’s charges as 
to Tammany Leader Murphy’s responsi- 
bility, he asserted the Senate was ready 
to act on the appointment of any capa- 
ble man as Labor Commissioner, but 
refused to confirm an incompetent. The 
Senate, he said, stood ready to change 
the entire Labor Commission. 

The attitude taken by the Deputy Fire 
Marshal and the attorney for the Senate 
committee aroused friends of the Labor 
Commission. Those friends charged 
that a political plot was under way to 
fasten the factory tragedy on the Labor 
Commission or one or more of its em- 
ployes, in the hope of creating a public 
sentiment toward radical action at the 
expense of the Labor Commission. 

William C. Rogers, Acting Commis- 
sioner of Labor, was in the city in con- 
sultation with his deputies. He, an- 
nounced he would outline no plan of 

rocedure until he returned to Albany 

night and consulted with ex-Labor 
Commissioner Williams. . 

Binghamton has raised a fund of al- 
most $10,000 to care for the families of 
the dead. Plans are being made for a 
public funeral of the victims on Sunday 
afternoon. A plot has been offered in 
Spring Forest Cemetery. The confer- 
ence of ministers of all denominations 
held to choose a burial place left the 
selection to Mayor Irving. 

The body of John E. Schemerhorn, the 
missing engineer, was found in_ the 
basement to-day. It was identified by 
Masonic emblems and five $10 bills, to 
recover which he returned to the build- 
ing and lost his life. 

The body of Sidney Dimmock, who died 
when trying to save a group of girls on 
his floor after taking several to safety, 
was found in a-corner of the building 
in a standing attitude. 

Coroner Seymour began this morning 

an inquest -into the cause of the fire. 
District Attorney Meagher conducted 
the examinations. His questioning of 
witnesses made evident the trend of 
theory that the fire was caused by a 
cigarette thrown by a careless employe, 
probably from the second floor through 
an opening beside the rear stairway, the 
cigarette igniting a pile of plush of a 
highly inflammable nature. The Cor- 
orer ruled that the inquest should be 
restricted to a purely independent in- 
vestigation to avoid confusion. Deputy 
State Fire Marshal Roesch objected, as 
it would prevent his department partici- 
pating in the inquest. 
» Ambrose Fuller, a shipping clerk, de- 
scribed at length the plan of the build- 
ing .and his discovery of the fire. He 
denied that chemicals or gasoline had 
been stored near the spot where the fire 
originated. 

Alfred Decker, who rang the alarm 
through the factory, was the next wit- 
ness. Then Johanna Casey was called. 
She said that instead of the gong ringing 
the signal for the girls for each stage 
ef the fire drill, as required and as 
had -been practiced, the gong sounded 
continuously, which confused the em- 
ployes. All who escaped with her got 
out in three minutes. ‘he fire escapes 
had not been used in the fire drills. 

Mrs. Ada M. Tilmann told of discov- 
ering the fire on the fourth floor before 
the fire gong rang. She described the 
slow movements of the girls, some of 
whom had not left their machines when 
@he was descending the stairs.

the factory disaster said it was not safe 
to let down the requirements of the law 
in favor even of good factories. It 
reasoned there had been little likelihood 
of a blaze in the Binghemton Clothing 
Company’s plant, but that when a fire 
did occur, the lack of adequate exits 
was just as dangerous as it would have 
been in the case of a poorly conducted 
factory. The report added that any of 
the following three things, if they had 
been present in the Binghamton build- 
ing, would have prevented loss of Hfe: 

1. (And most important)—If there had 
been one continuous stairway extending in 
a straight line from the fourth floor to 
the ground floor, inclosed in a fireproof® 
partition, there would have been ample 
means ‘for escape for all the 111 persons 
in the Ruenae. 

2. If there had been a fire wall any- 
where in the building all of the persons 
in the building would have been saved. 

3. If there had been fire-escapes on the 
north side of the building as well as on 
the rear, there would probably have been 
more chance for the occupants to escape. 
As it was, the draft took the fire straight 
out of the windows. leading on to the one 
fire-escape and cut the people off from 
safety.

FEAR SPIRAL TUBE ESCAPES. 


Government’s Warehouse Is Oddly 
Equipped—Appraiser Orders Drills. 


With a view to preventing a disaster 
similar to the Binghamton factory fire 
Frederick A. Higgins, Appraiser of the 
Port, yesterday issued an order pro- 
viding for fire drills in the Appraiser’s 
warehouse, at Washington and Chris- 
topher Streets. The Government's ware- 
house is ten stories high, and covers @ 
city block. It houses more than 1,000 
employes, while visitors to the building 
during business hours add several hun- 
dred persons to the regular population. 

The Appraiser’s order directs that at 
the sounding of an alarm all employes 
and other persons throughout the struc- 
ture are to leave the building at once. 
Both the passenger and freight ele- 
vators wiil be utilized, as well as the 
fire escapes if the occupants of the 
building can be persuaded to use them. 

Several years ago, after a contro- 
versy with the New York City Fire 
Department the Government refused 
to place outside escapes on the building, 


.but installed a system of cylindrical 


metal tubes in the interior of the struc- 
ture. 

The tubes are arranged in spiral form, 
each floor having an entrance. The

LAMAR INDICTMENT 
IS GIVEN OUT HERE 


Charges Impersonation of Fed- 
eral Officer to Defraud Mor- 
gans and Steel Corporation. 


ARREST WHEN HE RETURNS 


But Lamar lans to Stay in Wash- 
ington ‘“ Indefinitely ’—Ready 
to Fight Against Removal.

The indictment found against David 
Lamar by the Federal Grand Jury was 
given out yesteraay afternoon by Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall. It was handed 
up on July 17, but had since then been 
kept under seal of the court. As, how- 
ever, Lamar entered into negotiations 
with the Federal authorities in Wash-— 
ington about it on Wednesday, there 
was no longer any reason for refusing 
to admit that it had been found, 

As had been surmised, the indictment 
is for impersonating an officer of the 
Government, Congressman A. Mitchell 
Palmer, and a second count alleges that 
Lamar. sought thereby to defraud Lewis 
Cass Ledyard, J. P. Morgan_& Co., and 
the United States Steel Corporation. 
The indictment gves Lamar the alias 
of David H. Lewis, and describes him 
as a “yeoman,” and goes on to say 
that’ in violation of Section 32 of the 
Federal Criminal Code he “unlawfully, 
knowingly and falsely assumed and pre- 
tended to be an officer of the Govern- 
ment.of the United States, to wit, a 
member of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Congress of the United 
States of America, that is to say, A. 
MitcheH Palmer, a member of Congress 
representing the Twenty-sixth District 
of the State of Pennsylvania, with intent 
to defraud Lewis Cass Ledyard, J. Pier-

Umpire ‘Jack’? McNulty yester’ 

St. Louis brought suit against the [eu- 
eral League Baseball Club of St. Louis, 
and Manager ‘‘Jack’’ O'Connor for $35,- 
000 damages because of a punch in the 
face O’Connor gave him on the grounds 
of the club on June 28 last.

PARCEL POST COSTS AND 
CHARGES. 

The parcel post is popular, so much 
go that the Postmaster General need 
have no hesitation in asking Congress 
for whatever support the system needs 
within reason. If Congress showed 
any hesitation in making the neces- 
sary appropriations, the appeal to the 
people could have but one result. For 
this reason there is evident meanness 
in ordering the improvements the peo- 
ple want without making provision 
for payment of the railways. They 
suffer both ways, by the loss of reve- 
nue from the express business divert- 
ed to the Post Office Service and by 
{nadequate compensation for the 
Postal Service, which is increased dis- 
proportionately to the increase in pay- 
ment. Honest men pay for what they 
get, and if they lack the money they 
defer the satisfaction of their wants. 
The Post Office pays the railways 
upon a system which has been litigat- 
ed and condemned, and now extends 
that method to the betterment of the 
Parcel Service. Judgment has already 
been taken against the Post Office 
in the Court of Claims, and it may 
ultimately appear that this method is 
costlier than would have been an 
amicable arrangement with the rail- 

. Ways. 

This is not said in tenderness for 
the railways, nor the express com-, 
panies. They are business enter- 
prises, and must abide the result of 
fair competition. Government com- 
petition ought to be fair because it 
is Government business, and above 
the compulsion of small or question- 
able methods which are more excusa- 
ble when the result of necessity. But 

»,even that is not the chief reason for 
urging business methods in the im- 
provement of the Parcel Service. The 
chief reason is the urgency of know- 
ing what the service costs. The bills 
must be paid, whether or not the cost 
is known, although the mode of pay- 
ment may Even if the 
railways could be forced into embar- 
rassment by orders to carry Govern~ 
ment business for less than cost, the 
difference would not be saved. The 
bill for the deterioration of the rail- 
ways would be presented to others 

Ngan those who use the Postal Parcel 
Service, and the shippers of freight or 
those who pay fares would pay it in 
worse service if not in money. If 
the department ran at a loss there 
would be a deficiency appropriation, 
and the taxpayers would pay what 
the users of the Parcel Post Service 
did not pay. That is the method by 
which the department has paid its 
bills hitherto. There is generally a 
postal deficiency, and even when the 
accounts have showed a credit bal- 
ance it has been by methods which 
did not fear accounting examination. 
The Postmaster General has criticised 
his predecessor in this respect, and he 
has himself run up a deficiency. al- 
ready. Nobody blames him, and no- 
body is captious over his proposal to 
enlarge the service before providing 
for the deficiency. 

It is mockery to say that the ex- 
perience of the Post Office shows that 
the new rates are compensatory. Th: 
experience is too short to be trust- 
worthy, and the department has as- 
sumed to abolish the parcel stamp, 
the only method by which the cost 
could be discovered. Cost accounting 
fs an unknown art in the Government 
service. .Nobody knows what the 
franking privilege costs, either for 
carriage to the Post Office or for 
useless printing to the Printing Office. 
There is no plea here for cheeseparing 
economy, for skimping the public 

“ gervice. Even in private business 
there is a line where the prevention 
of waste becomes another sort’ of 
waste. The public service ought to be 
run more generously than that, and, 
in fact, has to be, for it is run under 
labor. conditions much costlier than 
private business. No fault is found 

’ with that. But the Government ought 
' to be-honest with such public servants 

as the railways. It ought tobe just 


be obscure. 


even to such unpopular public utili-. 


ties as the express companies, And 
it only the Post Office will show its

efficiency in approved ways there is 
nothing it cannot have for the asking. 
But it is not efficiency to plunge 
ahead heedlessly and to reply upon a 
false popularity to hurry through pro- 


posals which need defense.

PATERSON’S TRIUMPH. 

After twenty-two weeks of semi- 
starvation and idleness, relieved only 
by occasional outbursts of violence in- 
spired by the I, W. W. orators, the 
broad silk weavers, a large number of 
the ribbon weavers, thedyers and their 
helpers have returned to work in Pat- 
erson. The average wage of the wo- 
men among these unsuccessful strik- 
ers is $1.75 per day, while the average 
pay of the men is $2.30 per day, or 
$13.80 a week. Perhaps they ought 
to be paid more to contend with the 
high cost of living, but as wages go 
thése are too good to discard in favor 
of idleness and violence. The number 
of idle silk workers in Paterson dur- 
ing the five months of the strike has 
been 23,000, and they have lost in 
wages $5,250,000, for no other pur- 
pose, as it now seems, than to gratify 
the vanity of HaywooD, QUINLAN, and 
ELIZABETH Fitynn, the I. W. W. con- 
spirators who have. been foremost in 
keeping these poor people, most of 
them comparatively recent immi- 
grants from Europe who have only a 
slight acquaintance with the English 
language, out of. work, and in a state 
bordering on terror. ; 

The I. W. W. admits failure now, 
and has advised the weavers and 
dyers to go back to work. The strike 
is over, and doubtless the losses of the 
employers have been large. The busi- 
ness community of Paterson, also, has 
been injured in a pecuniary way, and 
the good name of the city has suf- 
fered, in spite of the firmness with 
which the Mayor and his fellow-offi- 
cers have opposed the lawlessness of 
the I. W. W. It fs likely that Pater- 
son will sustain still larger losses from 
the effects of this strike, as itis re- 
ported that some of the industrial 
concerns affected. will be removed 
from that neighborhood. But the loss 
to the laboring people has been the 
most serious. 

Whatever justice there may have 
been in the demands of the strikers, 
they lost the sympathy of practical 
people when they lent themselves to 
the plans of the I. W.-W. That or- 
ganization aims, not at the improve- 
ment of the condition of laborers, but 
at the destruction of the State and the 
extinction of law. If it had triumphed 
in Paterson, it would have developed 
into a dangerous force with growing 
influence throughout the country. The 
firm stand of ‘the Paterson officials 
and the business men of the city has 
tended to defeat an organization 
which is the avowed enemy of Gov- 
ernment, and‘the whole nation should 


be grateful to Paterson.

CENTRAL AMERICAN RELATIONS. 


The replies of the Presidents of the 
Central American States, Costa Rica 
and Salvador, to the inquiry of Tur. 
Trmes as..to their feeling in regard 
to the pending treaty with Nicaragua, 
which will establish a virtual pro- 
tectorate of the United States, is just 
what might have been expected. Both 
Salvador and Costa Rica are free 
from internal dissensions, and fairly 
prosperous, though doubtless their 
prosperity could be greatly increased 
by the judicious investment of cap- 
ital. Their Chief Magistrates dis- 
countenance the idea of surrendering 
their independence in any degree. 
With Nicaragua the.case is different. 
In the view of.the. President of that 
country, which has been badly in- 
jured by néedless revolutions, the 
proposed treaty will establish “‘on a 
‘firm basis the relations of the two 
“countries,” guarantee the indepen- 
dence of Niearagua and its adminis- 
tration, and give it a new and as- 
sured position in the world. 

The two points of view are equal- 
ly understandable. While the .people 
of Costa Rica and Salvador feel as 
they do, and the conditions now pre- 
vailing in those countries are un- 
changed, we may be sure that no 
treaty resembling: that with. Nicar- 
agua will be urged upon either of 
them, as none will be needed. The 
peace and prosperity guaranteed to 
Nicaragua by the acceptance of the 
treaty will have due effect, also, on 
the neighboring republics, and it will 
be the plain duty of the United States 
so to carry out its share of the con- 
tract that the neighbors of Nicaragua 
will soon learn that the little republic 
has surrendered no valuable part of 
its independence, and has strength- 
ened instead of weakening its posi- 
tion among nations. 

The fear of President MELENDEZz of 
Salvador that similar treaties be- 
tween the United States and all the 
Central American republics would 
‘““make impossible the proposed Cen- 
“tral American Union, the great 
“ideal of these countries,’ seems to 
be groundless. Central American 
union would probably be helped 
rather than hindered, but that, it 
seems, is still a dream of the remote 
future. 


OVER THE BORDER. 

Five hundred millions of capital 
transferred in a decade, for invest- 
ment or for the transfer of American 
industries across the border of Can- 
ada—that, according to a careful esti- 
mate of The .Boston Transcript, is 
what has actually, at first gradually 
and lately with great freedom, taken 
place. ; 

According to the same authority, 
the causes for this remarkable move- 
ment are various. In the first place, 
there is the influence, direct and in- 
direct, of the American tariff. -'Un- 
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the way of being helpfully adjusted 
in the revision now going on, our 
tariff not only shuts certain kinds of 
manufactures from the Canadian mar- 
ket, but makes it possible for them to 
move to Canada, and thence to sup- 
ply our own market at lower rates 
or greater profit than in this country. 
The net advantage from this source is 
calculated for the chief industries 
that are béing transferred, or extend- 
ed, in Canada, at 10 per cent. Then 
there is the general advantage at 
present in the supply and quality of 
labor, which across the border is sub- 
stantially cheaper, and, measured by 
output, not less efficient. There is 
the advantage of the rapid growth of 
Canada, the steady increase of popu- 
lation through immigration of a su- 
perior character. Again, there is the 
more friendly attitude of public senti- 
ment and the political authorities 
toward industries in Canada, the rela- 
tive freedom from suspicion, harass- 
ment, and exacting control that have 
prevailed recently in the United 
States. ; 

Of these causes, none is certain to 
be lasting, and it is not at all im- 
probable that within the next decade 
the movement may be checked. We 
do not regard it as a misfortune even 
in its present proportions. It would 
not be so regarded by any one if the 
movement were within the political 
boundaries of the Union, any more 
than in the case of the extensive 
transfer and extension of capital to 
the Southern States within the last 
thirty years. It is, however, an im- 
pressive illustration of the need, on 
all hands, that Canada should be made 
for purposes of trade one with our- 
selves, that exchanges should be as 
unhampered between the United States 
and the Dominion as between the 
respective States. There is absolute- 
ly nothing to be gained for either our 
neighbors or ourselves in blocking, 
impeding, or taxing trade between us, 
and there is immense profit and prog- 
ress to be had for the taking. 


“DENSE SMOKE.” 


A committee of eminent physicians 
was overruled when the Court of 
Special Sessions decided that the emis- 
sion of “dense smoke.” in this city 
from buildings, vessels, engines, and 
motor vehicles does not constitute a 
nuisance injurious to health. The 
court overruled the professional opin- 
ions of many eminent engineers who 
added. the weight of their names to 
those of the doctors in favor of the 
ordinance prohibiting the discharge of 
dense clouds of smoke. The court de-~ 
clared that it was impossible to pre- 
vent the discharge of noisome smoke 
and gases, in the face of the fact that 
Health Commissioner LEDERLE has 
demonstrated the possibility of its 
prevention and has repeatedly de- 
terred’ stokers and chauffeurs from 
perpetrating the nuisance in many 
parts of this city. — 

Gities all over the country, being 
advised’ by. experts, have passed ordi- 


-‘nances like that which Commissioner 


LEDERLE has enforced. The dis- 


charge of “dense smoke” is prohibit- 


ed in ‘twenty-eight citles having over 
200,000 population and including Bal- 
timore, Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Denver, Indianapo- 
lis, Milwaukee, Louisville, Los An- 
geles, Minneapolis, New Orleans, and 
Philadelphia. The police powers of a 
State are broad. It can prohibit any 
practice detrimental to the health of 
the community that can be feasibly 
abolished. ‘There are mechanical de- 
vices to prevent the discharge of 
“dense smoke,” it can be prevented 
simply by intelligent stoking and by 
the exercise of reasonable care in run- 
ning gasoline engines. We trust that 
Commissioner LEDERLE will adhere to 
his policy of enforcing the smoke ordi- 
nance, and that :the decision of the 
inferior court on this subject will be 
appealed. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 


It cannot escape remark that the 
dispute between the railways and 
their employés is under adjustment 
without the assistance of the new 
Secretary of Labor. It is no reproach 
to Mr. Witson that this is so, and 
the fact is mentioned for public rather 
than for personal reasons. It is worth 
while to notice that his services are 
not available for the precise reason 
for which he was appointed. That is 
to say, he was appointed as a represen- 
tative of the interests of “ labor,” and 
by that very fact he became ineligible 
in ‘any capacity requiring judicial 
quality in the consideration of ques- 
tions affecting the rights of capital, or 
of citizens other than unionists. The 
same remark applies to the appoint- 


ment of a unionist to contro] immigra- 
tion. A unionist has been appointed 
Public Printer, and it may be sup- 
posed that he ig not openminded upon 
such disputes as those which are cus- 
tomary in that office. 

The examples need not be confined 
to questions of labor or unions. So 
long. as government is of all the peo- 
ple, by all the people, for all the peo- 
ple, there ought to be reserve about 
any steps toward government of all 
the people by.any. of.the classes for 
those classes...That is a sort of decen- 
tralization which rather spells dis- 
organization. Partisans may become 
officials, but officials should cease to 
be partisans of special interests, how- 
ever they réach office. It is an excel- 
lent thing to be a good unionist, but it 
ought not to.be forgotten that ‘in a re- 
public the greatest thing of all is to 
be “a good citizen. No man can be 
that who places any personal or class 
interest above his duty. to the State. 
There . would be no good reason 
against. appointing a unionist if the 
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standard. of citizenship were ‘what it 


ought to be, and not a standard of fol- 
lowing the most odious failure of the 
trusts to appreciate what good citi- 
zenship required of them. 


A HORSE TRAINER’S REPUTATION. 

If the reputation of a well-known 
English trainer of race horses, in 
whose stables many of. the best 
horses are frequently kept, is valued 
by a jury of his fellow-countrymen 
at only half a cent, the glory of the 
English turf must, indeed, have faded. 
We all know, from the novel and the 
melodrama, if not from practical ex- 
perience, that the storied nobility of 
the horse has been, in the past, equal- 
ly shared by its owners and trainers 
in the sporting world. The dishonest 
horseman has been a rare creature 
who, when convicted, has been hound- 
ed off the tracks, if not out of the 
country. 

In the special cable dispatches of 
THE Times the story has been told 
of the libel suit brought by Mr. 
WooTon, owner and trainer of famous 
horses and father of “the most brill- 
iant jockey on the turf,” against a 
sporting writer who asserted - that 
Wooton prearranged the results of 
races in order to win large bets. The 
sporting writer is not a man of un- 
blemished repute, and WooTon got 2. 
verdict, with the smallest. possible 
damages. In other words, the charges 
against him were not proved, but the 
jurors must have decided among 
themselves that his reputation was 
not injured. In that case the historic 
sport of gentlemen must be in a bad 
way in the land where it once thrived 


so greatly. 
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We invite our neighbor The World 
to join THE T1iMEs in an apology to 
Senator Fait of New Mexico. Senator 
Fay is not the author of the Senate 
resolution proclaiming the doctrine of 
full Government protection to the 
lives and property of American cliti- 
zens sojourning in other countries. 
The resolution was taken from the 
Baltimore platform of the Democratic 
Party. Nobody cares what is said in 
a political platform. You may affirm 
the doctrine that an American citli- 
zen’s constitutional rights go with 
him to the moon, or that he is en- 
titled to take with him one warship 
and a detachment of the United 
States Army whenever he travels 
abroad, and no man will utter a word 
of protest. It is different when the 
Senate of the United States descends 
to drivel, for the Senate is a part of 
the Government, it helps in making 
the laws and in declaring the national’ 
policies. Senator FaLu introduced the 
resolution, which was bad enough; but 
he did not write it. We cheerfully 
withdraw that inadvertent ascription 
of authorship. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


So vigorous and‘ 
frequent -has been 
of late the criticism 
of both the methods 
and the results of 
the teaching in our public schools that 
the Federal Bureau of Education has 
been moved to issue an indignant pro- 
test. It declares nonsensical the talk 
about the superior insiruction given in 
the ‘‘ little red schoolhouses.”’’ which 
some of us remember and _ everybody 
else has heard about, and. insists that 
present-day teaching, even of the much- 
lauded essentials or fundamentals, is 
not only as good as that of the past, but 
is better. 

This is not an improbable contention, 
for everybody with personal knowledge 
of the subject is well aware how utterly 
unscientific was the conduct of the old 
schools and that the teachers of them 
often had no real preparation for their 
work and were but little if any ahead of 
their pupils in either culture or learning. 
The doubly brutalizing rod was every- 
where in constant use, and by no means 
all the graduates became notably profi- 
cient even in the few clementary 
branches they had a chance to study. 

More than possibly the red school- 
houses have their present reputation for 
thoroughness because their many faults 
and failures are forgotten, and the for- 
getfulness, in turn, may be due to the 
fact that the majority of their students, 
instead of attempting to do work that 
revealed their deficiencies, remained 
more ,or less contentedly in occupations 
where. Httle reading and less spelling 
were demanded from them. The schools 
of to-day are turning out a good many 
boys and girls who can do both very 
well, but they are also turning. out a 
good many more who have been men- 
tally demoralized by unearned promo- 
tions to grades which they have not 
been, and perhaps could not be, pre- 
pared to enter. 

These are they whose amazing dis- 
plays of ignorance and illiteracy cause 
the savage arraignments of modern 
schools. The remedy seems to be, not 
the dropping of the so-called fads and 
frills, most of which are excellent things 
in their way and place, but the frank 
recognition of the fact that the expecta-— 
tion of carrying every child over the 
same broad and long educational course 
is unfounded and fallacious. We don’t 
do it; we only pretend to do it, and, as 


usual, the consequences of. pretense are 
lamentable and _ scandalous. While 
teachers can keep their places only when, 
they make way for new pupils by pro- 
moting the old ones, whether they ought 
to be promoted or not, the talk about 
the inefficiency of modern schools will 
continue and will be justified.

Faultless.

full, the beaches crowded, the bays 
lively with yachts, and the country roads 
enjoyable ‘and enjoyed by more levers 
of quiet and safety. than ever. 

The connection between the automobile 
and these contrasting states of affairs 
is not very clearly made out by this bit- 
ter foe of the new highway dispensa- 
tion, and a less deeply interested ob- 
server would look for, and very proba- 
bly find, other causes at least contrib- 
utory to such difference as may exist. 
Not a few Summer resorts flourish In 
spite of their many motor cars and the 
odors thereof—are inclined, indeed, to 
credit them with producing no small 
part: of their prosperity. Undoubtedly, 
however, there are a good many people 
who get-enough of automobiles and of 
automobiling while at home and think 
their absence an essential fraction of 
vacation ‘joys. ‘ 

Between these two sections of the pop- 
ulation every resort must choose, for 
probably both cannot be attracted to 
the same place. The people whose in- 
stincts lead them to pass their leisure 
weeks or months in «a mountainous little 
island would naturally be of the kind 
to prefer other amusements than the 
automobile can give, but that is hardly 
a sufficient reason for characterizing 
that estimable machine as an abhorrent 
monster, which is what the correspon- 
dent of The News has done. 


Well-deserved atten- 
tion is called by Farm 
Unfairly and Fireside, an agri- 

Divided. cultural. paper printed 

out in Ohio, to the fact 

that ‘while the farmer has been freed 

from much of his ancient drudgery by 

the many machines he uses, the work of 

his wife has been lightened to no such 
degree. 

Why, it.asks, should the husband have 
at his service mechanical inventions by 
the dozen, while his helpmate in too 
many cases has none at all, but goes on 
wearing out her hands and breaking 
her back, just about as her grandmother 
did? 

There seems to be no sufficient an- 
swer, unless it be that the farmer’s wife, 
like women in general, has a constitu- 
tional distaste for machinery and finds 
it troublesome and irritating. Certain- 
ly it could be had if she insisted on get- 
ting it, for there is hardly one domestic 
operation for the doing of. which, easily 
and well, a machine has not been pro- 
vided, and whenever such operations 
are in masculine hands the machines 
are used. 

Farm and Fireside might also have 
asked why every prosperous and intelli- 
gent farmer has become much less a 
worker than a superintendent ot work 
done by others—usually many others, 
well skilled—while his wife has few and 
incompetent servants, if any, and is still 
far from freed from manual labor. 
There is cruel injustice in that—and a 
lot of gross stupidity in addition. 


RUBBISH IN FACTORIES. 


Violations of Labor Law Are Pun- 
ishable by Fines. 


To the Editor of Tlie New York Times: 

THE TIMES'S valuable editorial article 
on “The Fire at Binghamton” contains 
an oversight which inadvertently does 
injustice to the State Factory Investi- 
gating Commission, which, I am sure, 
you will be glad to correct. It states, 
with reference to the prohibition against 
allowing rubbish, &c., to accumulate on 
the floors of factories: 


No mention of a penalty for violation of 
this requirement is made in the State law. 
No penalty is imposed for the throwing of 
ligitted cigarettes about such a factory al- 
though smoking is ‘‘ prohibited.” 

The fact is that one of the laws passed 
at the last session of the Legislature at 
the instance of the commission and as a 

part of its programme (Laws of 1913, 
Chapter 349) was an amendment to 
Section 1,275 of the penal law, which 
deals with violations of the provisions 
of the labor law and which took effect 
April 22, 1913. That section now pro- 
vides: 


Machinery 


Any person who violates or does not com- 
ply with any provision of the Jabor law 
* * * ‘is guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punished, except 
as in this chapter otherwise provided, for 
a first offensé by a fine of not less than 
$20 nor more than $50; for a second of- 
fense by a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $250, or by imprisonment for 
not more than thirty days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment; for a third offense 
by a fine of not less than $250, or by im- 
prisonment for.not more than sixty days, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
These provisions are contained in the 

penal law and not in the labor law, 
because it has for many years been 
the policy of the State’s legislation to 
declare the rules of law as to a given 
subject in a general law applicable to 
that subject, but to declare in the 
penal law what acts, including viola- 
tions of any statute, shall constitute 
crimes.

Your: correspondent, Robert W. Ber- 
nard, voices my sentiments when he 
suggests trying to abate the acid fumes 
nuisance of the west side. This Sum- 
mer, more than at any other previous 
time, has it become well-nigh intoler- 
able. This nuisance comes, I believe, 
from the operations of a neighboring 
factory and permeates the air usually 
from 80th to about 135th Street. These 
fumes are noticeable in the early even- 
ing, although sometimes I have been 
awakened late at night by them, cough- 
ing and unable to take a deep breath.

Admiral Mahan Thinks Dispute Is 
Not Wholly of Greed. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In editorial article of July 22 THE 
Timbs remarks, with reference to the 
present civil war—it is esentially that— 
in the Baikans, that ‘‘the hands of the 
clock cannot be set back so far now as 
to permit the Turk to regain his lost 
possessions.” — 

The immense disappointment felt by 
many who have, in the recent war, sym- 
pathized deeply with the former victims 
of Turkish misrule, may tend to a vio- 
lent reaction of opinion. It seems, there- 
fore, useful to quote a very recent state- 
ment by an eminent English lawyer, 
now and for forty years past resident in 
Constantinople, where he is President of 
the European bar. Sir Edwin Pears, in 
the Contemporary Review for June, 
1913, writes: 


Twelve years ago I concluded a historical 
study with a sentence, with which I vent- 
ure to close also this article: ‘‘ Wherever 
the dead weight of Turkish misrule has 
been removed, the young Christian States 
have been fairly started on the path of 
civilization, and justify the reasonable ex- 
pectation of the statesmen, the historians, 
and the scholars, who sympathized with, 
and aided them in, their aspirations for 
freedom.”’ I still hold the same opinion. 


Shameful and distressing as is the 
Present internecine strife between those 
who lately fought side by side, it is 
fully permissible: to believe that it is 
but an interruption, to which will suc- 
ceed the law of progress noted by Sir 
Edwin Pears. The issues in dispute are 
not wholly those of mere greed. They 
are very intricate and involve national 
interests and racial sympathies, resem- 
bling family quarrels, very difficult for 
an outsider to appreciate. Nor should 
we forget the centuries of bondage, re- 
tarding development of healthy national 
character.

ADJOURNED, SULZER’S VIEW. 


Can Make Appointments If Courts 
Hold Legislature Is Through. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 24.—Gov. Sulzer, ac- 
cording to his friends, takes the view 
that the Legislature, while nominally in 
recess until. Aug. 11, has adjourned. 
If the courts should hold that the Leg- 
islature, although in recess, virtually 
has adjourned, Gov. Sulzer could make 
changes in State offices now in hostile 
hands. It was to guard against this 
that the Legislature last night decided 
to recess until Aug. 11. In 1872 the 
Court of Appeals held that the taking 
of a recess by the Legislature from 
time to time with no business before it 
was a subterfuge and should not inter- 
fere with the power of the Governor 
to make recess appointments. The leg- 
islative leaders sought to create differ- 
ent conditions this year by holding up 
certain legislative matters for future 
consideration. 

If the courts should hold that so far 
as appointments are concerned the Leg- 
islature has adjourned, it would be 
within the Governor’s power to remove 
John H. Delaney as Commissioner of 
Iefficiency and Economy, Conservation 
Commissioners Moore of New York and 
Fleming of Troy, Devoe P. Hodson, a 
member of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, Second District, and nominate 


their successers. The officials men- 
tiotied are «Hed with the Governor's 
Democratic opponents 

When the Governear was told that 
there was less than a quorum in Sen- 
ate and Assembly last night he sent for 
the journal of each house. These jour- 
nals, he found, indicated the presence 
of twenty-eight: Senators and Ninety 
Assemblymen, although the actual at- 
tendance wés seventeen Senators and 
thirty-three Assemblymen. 


STAYS WITH ‘WHITMAN. 


Sayre May Go to Williams College 
Later as Garfieid’s Assistant. 


Francis B. Sayre, who is to marry 
Miss Jessie Woodrow Wilson, said yes- 
terday that he would remain in District 
Attorney Whitman's office until the end 
of the Whitman administration. In_re- 
gard to a report that he was to be- 
come secretary to President Garfield of 
Williams College, Mr. Sayre said that 
he was considering an offer of a place 
as President Garfield’s assistant, but 
that it was not a secretaryship. 

“T was asked to take the place nearly 
a@ year ago,’’ Mr. Sayre said. ‘It is a 
new office. During half of the year I 
would assist President Garfield in his 
courses in municipal government, and 
the rest of the time I would be engaged 
in working out policies of administra- 
tion. I would spend a great deal of 
time in traveling, to keep in touch with 
the alumni and to arouse interest in 
Williams among prospective college stu- 


dents. I would also do work in con- 
nection with the social system of the 
college.”’ 

Mr. Sayre said that he probably would 
decide within a week or two whether 
he would accept the place. If he did 
decide to take it, he said, he probably 
would begin his work after Jan. 1 next. 
In the meantime, he said, he would con- 
tinue his work as head of the Aban- 
donment Bureau of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, ‘ 

As to a report that his mother, Mrs. 
Robert H.- Sayre, had obtained some 
lots at Oak Beach, L. I., where a home 
for expectant mothers was to be con- 
structed, Mr. Sayre said that he knew 
nothing. He was surprised to hear. of 
the report and was inclined to think 
that it was erroneous. Mrs. Sayre is 
now at Oak Beach, and is not expected 
to return to her home for several days.

A MULHALL CHARGE 


Lobbyist’s Anger Up When Sen« 
ator Denies Tale of a Se- 
cret Conference. 


HIS “LOANS” TO McDERMOTT 


iiinols Representative a Frequent 
Borrower, He Says—Swears Pages 


Were in His Pay, Too. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—One more 
,denial of the allegations of Martin M. 
Mulhall, and one more serious charge 
against men close to tne powers that 
were in Washington in the days when 
Mulhall was working as a lobby agent, 
marked the Senate Lobby Committee's 
session to-day. 

Senator Cummins, a member of the 
committee, flatly denied a story told by 
Mulhall regarding a private conference 
with the Senator concerning public busi- 
ness. 

In a letter to John Kirby, President 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, Mulhall told of meeting Sena- 
tor Cummins in May, 1910. and going to 
the room of Senator Dolliver, where 


they talked about a speech to be made 
by Representative Kendall of Iowa. 

“‘T have no recollection of seeing Mul- 
hall or speaking to Mulhall on any sub- 
ject,’’ said Senator Cummins. “ But I 
am certain that I did not have any con- 
versation with him about the speech 
Kendall wag to make on the eight-hour 
bill; I am certain I never went into 
Dolliver’s re¢om with him, and I am cer- 
tain that I never had any conversation 
with him there.’’ 

Mulhall leaned forward in the witness 
chair and shouted: 

‘*I’m getting tired of these denials.”’ 

**I don’t care whether you’re getting 
tired or not. It makes no difference to 
me; if you don’t tell the truth, I’m go- 
ing to deny it,’’ replied Senator Curn- 
mins. 

In letters and on cross-examination 
Mulhall said he had made monthly pay- 
ments tu the chief page of the House of 
Representatives, the messenger to the 
Speaker of the House, and the mes. 
senger to the House Ways and Meang 
Committee for little jobs they did fo! 
him. He swore, too, that he had given 
money to Representative J. H. McDer- 
mott of Illinois. When questioned by 
Senator Nelson he said that this money 
was ‘‘ borrowed " and never paid back 

A development of the day indicate 
clearly that the Senate committee did 
not intend to allow the attorneys for 
the Manufacturers’ Association to cross- 
examine Mulhall. 

Chairman Garrett of the House Lobby 
Committee announced to-day that Chair: 
Overman of the Senate committee haé 
promised to turn Mulhall over to his 
committee on Monday. 

Mulhall said his first visit to Mr. Me. 
Dermott was when he was visiting mem. 
bers of Congress about a tariff com- 
mission bill, in the Summer of 1909. He 
swore that in the same year he wag 
introduced to I. H. McMichaels, Chiei 
Page of the House, and Mr. MecDer- 
mott’s confidential secretary. He tes- 
tified that McMichaels, Henry Neal, 
messenger to the Speaker of the House, 
and Harry Parker, messenger to the 
Ways and Means Committee, were put 
on monthly salaries by him in that year. 
The chief page, he said, got $50 a 
month while Congress was in session.

Which is merely to say 
that. by--next Monday night, before 
which time the show should not have 
been presented to the general public, 
{t will probably provide impressive en- 
tertainment. 

“In its present state the show runs 
down-hill with a first act that is crowd- 
ed with good things and a second in 
which no end of time is frittered away 
on trivialities that bore. There is far

Tango Square, for 
instance, shows an illuminated street 
that outbroadways Broadway, and that 
is yet sufficiently suggestive of the 
hub of Lobsterdom, where the lighis are 
not as flashy as the people. Here, as 
a climax to one scene with an_ elab- 
orate assembling of wonderfuily ef- 
fective gowns on apparently pulcritudin- 
ous young females, the houses back and 
front and on either side are ultimately 
made to join in the general devotions 
to St. Vitus. 

Later a view of the Capitol steps, 
built from the forward part of the 
stage and reaching backward and up- 
ward in a -great, broad, impressive 
sweep, provides not only an elaborate 
picture in itself, but offers opportunity 
for some astonishing dancing solos, 
duos and ensembles, with a climacteric 
march that is very stunning. Here, 
on these steps, successive performers 
offer their specialties, with such vari- 
ations as the new environment allows. 

Miss Bessie Clayton, for instance, 
whose break-bone toe dancing is a 
familiar feature of which New York 
audiences never seem to tire, must per- 
force do her dance now captioned ‘‘ The 
White House Glide’’ up and down the! 
steps, where miscalculation of a hair's 
breadth might--easily result in a tem- 
porary. suspension of activities. -

\Will be -able to realize what a vast 
amount of energy, courage, and hard, 
persistent labor is involved in such an 
amazing feat as Charles De Haven and 
Freddie Nice’s “Tangle Footed Monkey 
Wrench.Dance’”’ up and down the same 
precipitous footing. 

Wherefore one breathes more easily at 
a pleasant variation provided. by a sooth- 
ing song number. ‘“‘ The Golden Stairs of 
Love,” in. which Cross Wellington and 
Lois Josephine, both well established 
vaudeville favorites, are again assisted 
by the chorus cohorts, who with the in- 
spiring tutelage of the resourceful Mr. 
Wayburne, and the sartorial genius of 
Mr. Ellis, are enabled to prove their 
usefulness both as clothes-racks and 
successful co-workers in the generally 
felicitous result. Indeed, that chorus 
does work hard, and what with changing 
their clothes every few minutes and run- 
ning, romping,- waltzing, marching up 
and down the seemingly endless flight of 
stairs, . any necessity for ‘obesity 
remedies: at the Winter Garden seems 
remote.

clever. And a _ novel effect of tele- 
phonic music is introduced. The house 
of King is represented again in the pret- 
ty and clever little sister, Moll.e King, 
who is ‘* Peg O’ My Heart ’”’ for this oc- 
easion, and dances and sings her way 
happily throughout the general action of 
the review.. Very likable, too, are Miss 
Laura Hamilton, a demure, dainty little 
woman, who sings and dances nicely, 
Miss Lillian Gonne, a vivacious sou- 
brette, and Miss Corinne Frances, who is 
rather ‘more inclined to the statuesque, 
but without the coarseness that so often 
accompanies the Junoesque type 

The show opens with a brief parody 
on the first night, with Harry Gilfoil 
as “The Tired Business Man,” and Mr. 
Gilfoil in successive appearances feat- 
ures those various noises and imita- 
tions which have been part of his stock 
and trade for these many, many years.

ON GRAND UNION SITE 


Syndicate Formed by Morgen- 


thau Seeks to Buy Hotel Prop- 
‘erty for Office Structure. 


$4,000,000 PRICE ASKED 


Utilities Board Is Negotiating Also 
for Easement Rights Under It 
for New Subway Station. 


It was learned yesterday that nego- 
tiations had been in progress for more 
than six months for the purchase by 4 
syndicate of the old Grand Union Hotel, 
which occupies the block front in Park 
Avenue between Forty-first and Forty- 
second Streets, below the Grand Central 
Station. It is proposed to erect a high 
building on the site. The Public Service 
Commission has also negotiated with 
Samuel A. Shaw and Simeon Ford, the 
proprietors, to acquire easement rights 
under the building for a diagonal sta- 
tion for the Lexington Avenue Subway, 
in connection with the present Inter- 
borough subway under Park Avenue. 
Mr. Ford’s wite and Samuel A, Shaw 
are the joint owners of the property, 
which was assessed last year for taxa- 
tion at a valuation of $1,200,000 on the 
land alone, and at $1,400,000 including 
the building. 

It was reported among real estate 
men that Henry Morgenthau uad formed 
a syndicate to buy the property for 


some: $4,000,000, and that as soon as the 


new owners obtained possession they 
would tear down the hotel and ere@t on 
the site an office building of from 18 
to 20 stories. Mr. Morgenthau has or- 
ganized some of the largest building 
Syndicates in the city. He was Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 
National Democratic Committee in the 
Wilson campaign. He is now in Eu- 
rope. At Mr. Morgenthau's office Rob- 
ert E. Simon, his associate, said that he 
did not care to say whether Mr. Mor- 
genthau had been engaged in organiz- 
ing a syndicate to buy the Grand Union 
Hotel. 

“All I can say is that such a deal is 
a long way in the future,’’ Mr. Simon 
asserted. 

Mr. Ford, at his home in Rye, sald, 
last night: 

“There is nothing definite yet, but 
it is a fact that Mr. Morgenthau has 
been planning to form a syndicate to 
buy the hotel. We are not interested 


in the easement rights. That is a mat- 


ter which the new syndicate would deal 
with. In other words, we would sell 
outright. Mr. Morgenthau is a friend 
of mine and also of Chairman McCall of 
the Public’ “°rvice Commission and 
under those circumstances I do not 
think any difficulty will arise when it 
comes to buying the easement rights 
fr the city.” 

Mr. Ford was asked if the price de- 
manded for the hotel property was 
$4,000,000. 

“Something like that,’’ was his reply. 

When he was asked as to the age of 
the house the suggestion of a chuckle 
could be detected over the phone as he 
replied: 

“Oh, I suppose 
1,200 years.”’ 

He said then that the house was built 
in the neighborhood of 1880. 

Several conferences on acquiring the 
easement rights have been held in the 
last few months by Borough President 
MeAneny, Chairman McCall of the com- 
mission, and other members, but it was 
said yesterday that a» price which the 
commission deemed prohibitive had been 
put upon them. 

The plan which has been before the 
commission and Board of Estimate for 
several months to make the Lexington 
Avenue connection with the present Sub- 
way at Park Avenue and Forty-second 
Street by running a line under Forty- 
second treet from Lexington avenue 
involved the use of a large part of the 
ground under the hotel as well as that 
under the old hospital site, now owned 
by the New York Central Railroad, on 
the westerly block front of Lexington 
Avenue, between Forty-second and For- 
ty-third Streets. This plan involved 
putting the express station in Lexington 
Avenue between Forty-first and Forty- 
third Streets. 

Owing to the high price which the Cen- 
tral asked for easement rights under the 
old hospital plot, the Public Service 
Commission some time ago abandoned 
this plan and suggested one which would 
bring the connecting link through For- 
tieth Street. At the last meeting of the 
Board of Estimate this was disapproved 
and another hearing on the original 
Forty-second Street plan was set for 
July 81. In the meantime conferences 
have been held with a view to acquiring 
the easement rights at what the com- 
mission considers a more reasonable 
price. If satisfactory terms can be 
made before the Board of Estimate hear- 
ing on the last day of this month, the 
city will doubtless acquire the necessary 
ground for the subway work. In that 
case the usefulness of the Grand Union 
Hotel as a public’ house would be de- 
stroyed, as that of the old Astor House 
was. ‘Owing to its age and its brick 
construction, it would not stand the 
enormous undermining of its foundations 
required for the subway work. 

The hotel itself is a five-story build- 
ing, having a frontage of nearly 198 feet 
in Park Avenue on the east side, and 
130 feet on both Forty-first and Forty- 
second Streets. A 50-foot plot in the 
rear occupied by the seven-story addi- 
tion is on. leased land. 

The situation of the hotel close to the 
Grand Central Station contributed great- 
ly to its popularity in early days, and 
notwithstanding the fact that modern 
hotels are plentiful in the neighborhood, 
it has always been one of the best 
paying hotels in the city. It has been 
famous for the excellence and reason- 
able prices of its restaurant, and 
hundreds of commercial travelers from 
all parts of the oy have patronized 
it for years. With the great changes 
which have taken place in recent years 
in the vicinity, including the extensive 
Grand Central improvements and the 
uptown growth of business, the property 
has advanced rapidly in value and it is 
regarded as one of the best situated 
plots for a large business structure in the 
uptown business centre.

WON’T QUIT THE OUTLOOK. 


Colonel Will Retain His Editorship, 
Lawrence Abbott Says. 
Rumors. that Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
was about to sever his connection wth 
The Outlook were set at rest yesterday 
by Lawrence Abbott. He said that he 
did not expect any interruption of the 


relations between the Colonel and The 
Outlook, though he was likely to be 
away for long intervals: in the near 
future. 

The Colonel is expected te return from 
the West on Sept. 1. Early in October 
he will depart for Brazil, Chile and 
the Argentine. It has not been de- 
cided whether he will penetrate far into 
the interior, but he ‘s expected to be 
back here next Spring. Mr. Abbott said 
that there had been intimations that 
the Colonel might be invited to make a 
tour through Australla, but that ne 
definite invitation had been recelved. 

Speaking of Col. Roosevelt's relations 
to The Outlook, Mr. Abbott said: 

“The intimate relations between Col. 
Roosevelt and The Outlook’ have not 
undergone any change. When he re- 
turns to this city he will re-enter our 
editorial ¢onferences, and while he is 
away he will contribute from time to 
time articles on the social and political 
conditons of the South American coun- 
tries. We have no reason to anticipate 
oar change in the intimacy of our re- 
ations.’’ 


A DAY OF MUCH RAIN. 


Noon Downpour Empties Streets— 
New Brunswick Hit Hard. 


The showers which the weather man 
promised for yesterday came with a 
vengeance. They were strung out 
through the morning and afternoon, but 
the most severe downpour came during 
the noon hour, when the fall of rain 
was so heavy that the streets were 


emptied in a twinkling. It was an elec- 
trical storm, the violenee of which was 
visited on the outskirts of the city with 
the striking of a house in Edgemere, 
Queens, by lightning, and the splinter- 
ing of the big flagpole on the roof of 
the Mott Haven Storage Company's 
building in East 140th Street, the Bronx, 
The predictions for to-day and to- 
morrow speak of weather ‘ generally 
fair.’’ 

The afternoon storms were most seri- 
ous'in New Jersey. There was a heavy 
fall of hail in Mount .Holly, with con- 
sequent damage to the vegetable gar- 
dens of that community, and even more 
havoc occurred in ~-New_ Brunswick, 
where the residents voted the storm the 
worst experienced there in years.

IT IS NOW HOTEL WALLICK. 


The Name of Hostelry In Times 
Square Has Been Changed. 


The name of the Hotel Cadillac, 
Broadway and Forty-third Street, was 
officially changed yesterddy to the Ho- 
tel Wallick, though the ‘various new 
electric and other signs will not be all 
in position to-day. The hotel has not 
changed hands, however, the owners 
still being the Cadillac Hotel Com- 
pany. ‘The new name is that of the 
brothers Wallick, who are. principal 
owners of the company, and about a 


year ago gave their name to the new- 
ly renovated restaurant in the hotel. 

In making over the restaurant $90,000 
was spent, and as much as $60,000 more 
has been spent in the last twelve months 
to make the interior of the hotel in 
keeping with the restaurant. The hotel 
was called at one time the Barrett 
House, the name having been changed 
to the Cadillac some years ago be- 
cause some Detroit people had become 
the proprietors, and they renamed the 
house after the Hotel Cadillac in De- 
troit. 


BARBERS WIN IN THE BRONX. 


Owners of 2,000 Shops There Enter 
Into Agreement with Union. 


Peace overtures were made to the 
striking barbers yesterday by owners of 
2,000 shops in the Bronx. The terms 
offered were accepted by the barbers’ 
union, and the strikers are to return 
to work to-day. The boss barbers agree 
to work their men five days a week 
from 7 A. M. to 8:30 P. M., on Satur- 
days from 7 A. M. to 10 P. M., and on 


Sundays from 7 to 10 A. M., with_one 
day off each week and an hour daily 
for luncheon. 

According to complaints received at 
the strikers’ headquarters at 438 Third 
Avenue, fifty plate-glass windows, val- 
ued at $25 each, have been broken since 
the strike commenced. A number of 
strikers were arrested yesterday, in- 
cluding Frank Cancillieri, a strike lead- 
er, who was fined $10. Cancillieri said 
that some of the strike pickets on the 
lower east side had clashed with hired 
gunmen guarding the shops there, but 
that no one was severely injured.

BOUGHT OUT INDEPENDENTS 


Sult Does Not Affect Commerce 


Commission’s Inquiry’ Into 


Telephone Corditions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORTLAND, Ore., July 24.—Suit- of 
the Government against the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company for 
the dissolution of its connection with 
the Northwestern Long Distance Tele- 
phone Company and other independents 
with which it has been affiliated within 
the last few years, was instituted this 
afternoon in the United States District 
Court here. The case has been pending 
since early in December. 

Constantine B. Smith, former Attor- 
ney General of Nebraska, and recently 
appointed special assistant to the At- 
torney General to handle this case, filed 
the bill of complaint after it had been 
certified to before Clarence L. Reames, 
United States District Attorney for Ore- 
gon. 

The suit is directed against the Amert- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and some thirty-nine other defendants. 
The bill denominated the Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, the Sun- 
set Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and the Pacific States Telephone and 
Telegraph Company as Bell companies, 
and they are included among the de- 
fendants. 

This is the first time that the Govern- 
ment has proceeded against the Bell in- 
terests for violation of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act. The action now started 
is a proceeding under the civil section 
of the act, and the complaint asks that 
the purchases made by the telephone 
syndicate of the smaller companies be 
declared unlawful, and that the defend- 
ant corporation be required, subject to 
the approval of the Federal Court, to 
dispose of the stocks, bonds and other 
property thus ‘“‘illegally’’ acquired, to 
persons not connected with the Bell 
Company as stockholders or otherwise. 

The complaint further asks that com- 
petitive canditions be established as 
they were prior to the acquisition of 
the independent property, and that the 
Bell Company be perpetually enjoined 
from ‘hereafter acquiring any control 
of any kind over the stock or prop- 
erty of the independents. Shouid the 
court be of the opinion that the public 
interests would be better served, the 
complaint asks that a receiver bé ap- 
pointed for these properties. 

The complaint charges that for the 
last six years the Bell Company has 
had a monopoly of the telephone busi- 
ness in Oregon,- Washington and Idaho. 
The. service; it is alleged, was poor 
and unsatisfactory, and for this reason 
the independent companies were estab- 
lished. ; 

Among the independents mentioned 
are the Home Telephone Company of 
Puget Sound, operating in Tacoma and 
Bellingham; the Independent Telephone 
Company, operating in Seattle; the In- 
terstate Consolidated Company, oper- 
ating in Montana, Idaho and Washing- 
ton, and the Northwestern-Long Dis- 
tance Telephone Company of Oregon 
and Washington. 

To destroy this competition, it is said, 
the Bell Company resorted to divers 
means. In certain places it induced 
local telephone companies to violate 
their contracts with the Northwestern 
Long Distance Company and to enter 
into contracts’ to give their business 
exclusively to the Bell Company. In 
other places they reduced rates below 
a paying basis and in others gave free 
service. 

The Bell Company is charged with 
having purchased the property of the 
independent company doing business in 
Tacoma and Bellingham, the stock and 
bonds and afterward the property of 
the independent company doing business 
in Seattle, more than two-thirds of the 
capital stock of the Interstate Consoli- 
dated Company and more than a ma- 
jority of the stocks and bonds of the 
Northwestern Company of Portland. 

The Bell Company is also endeavor- 
ing to obtain title to the property of 
the last named company through fore- 
closure proceedings that are now in 
progress in the courts of-this ‘city ane 
Washington. The complaint charges 
that these proceedings have been begun 
in order that the Bell acquisition of the 
Northwestern property may have the 
appearance of judicial sanction. As a 
result of this conduct, as well as the 
other things mentioned, the Bell Com- 
pany, it is charged, has regained a 
virtual monopoly of the telephone busi- 
ness throughout the States named, 

It is understood that if the civil suit 
is successful there may be criminal 
suits against certain officals of the 


American. Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—In a state- 
ment given out to-night, Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds said that the Pacific 
Codst Telephone Trust suit grew out 
of numerous complaints from the com- 
munities affected. 

‘This proceeding,” added the At- 
torney General, “is brought to correct 
an exceptional condition and will not in 
any way interfere with the broad in- 
vestigation of telephone conditions 
throughout the entire country under- 
taken by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission upon the suggestion of former 
Attorney General Wickersham.”

TWO ARE WHITE, ONE BLACK 


Complaint Made of Lack of Accomo- 
dations—Appropriation Made for 
More Bulldings.

WHITE PLAINS, July 24.—The over- 
crowded State Reformatory for Women 
at Bedford Hills was relleved of three 
of its five hundred inmates through a 
successful break for liberty made by 
two white girls and a young negro wo- 
man shortly before daylight this morn- 
ing. It had been observed for some 
time that the negro woman and the 
white girls were on unusually friendly 
terms. They left behind the clothing 
assigned to them by the Reformatory 
officials, each wearing a dress Which in 
some way had been smuggled in to her 
from the outside. 

This change from the conventional 
reformatory garb enabled them to make 
good their escape. Although a general 
alarm was sent throughout Westchester 
County and from Police Headquarters 
in New York, the three were still at 
large late to-night, and no definite 
word as to their whereabouts had been 
received. 

The girls were serving three-year 
sentences. They were Anna Booker, 
18 years, colored, of 2,245 Fifth Avenue, 
West Hoboken, N. J.; Annie de Zicco, 
20 years old, of 170 Central Avenue, 
Hoboken, and Emma J. Sumner, 18 
years old, of 452 East Bighty-fifth 

treet, Manhattan. All had been com- 
mitted from courts in New York City. 

The escape is charged to the over- 
crowded condition of the reformatory, 
which Miss Anne Morgan called to Gov. 
Sulzer’s uttention in a telegram on 
April 19 ‘ast, and against which Lyman 
Abbott, Mayor Gaynor, Lawrence Veil- 
ler, and Chief Magistrate McAdoo have 
complained in public statements. 

The cottage plan adopted for the Bed- 
ford Reformatory brought about an im- 

rovement in girls which Was absent 

n the cases of thase committed to the 
Workhouse or to county jails. The re- 
sult was that the number of giris sent 
to Bedford Hills was increased greatly 
last year. 

In March of this year. Dr. Catherine 
Bement Davis, the superintendent, ad- 
dressed a communication tv courts and 
magistrates asking that they send no 
more girls to the institution. The place 
had become so crowded, she said, that 
girls were sleeping in cots in the hall- 
ways, in the parlors, in the gymnasium 
and even in the lavatories. 

Instead of having only the 320 girls, 
who filled the reformatory to its ca- 
pacity, Dr. Davis found herself com- 
pelled to care for 180 extra girls. This 
congestion, in the opinion of Dr. Davis, 
greatly decreased the efficiency of the 
Bedford training and its good effects on 
the inmates. 

A campaign for appropriation- of more 
funds for.the reformatory resulted in a 
State grant of $414,000 for improve- 
ments, which will provide room for 150 
additional girls, 


STOPS THIEF, IS. ARRESTED. 


Boy Who Fires at Fugitive Held 
Under Sullivan Law. 


Two men, one of them a negro, walked 
into the jewelry store of Louis Malish 
at 611 Broadway, Williamsburg, yester- 
day morning as the jeweler was putting 
his stock in the window.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Recovery Resumed and Prices 
- Moving Up Briskly—Status 
of Government..Bonds. 


Zecovery in prices was resumed on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday. The rise 
which began after some hesitation in 
the early trading was carried along un- 
til the close of the session, when the 
general level of prices stood higher than 


it had on any day since the end of May. 


This further improvement imparted 
much encouragement to those who, rely- 
ing on the change for the better which 
they noted in sentiment last week, had 
ventured into the market in sufficient 

numbers to restore the dealings to a 
moderate scale of activity. No more 
than that was maintained yesterday. 
Except through short covering the ad- 
vance has not received much encourage- 
ment from the floor traders. The ma- 
jority opinion among them has appar- 
ently been opposed to the movement 
which, with little setback, has been 
under way for the last two weeks. 

What may be described as a detached 
view of the stock market position has 
been that while in certain directions 
matters have changed sufficiently for 
the better to warrant a more cheerful 
stock market, operations. on the long 
side must necessarily for some time to 
come be conducted under many restric- 
tions. One of the most obvious of these 
is the limitation imposed by the money 
market. The rise yesterday was. suf- 
ficiently brisk to keep alive the discus- 
sion of the inadvisability of any broad 
expansion in speculative commitments at 
this time. The relatively narrow limits 
to which dealings were restricted, how- 
ever. indicated that the further price re- 
adjustment was being brought about 
without any large increase in the open 
account in stocks. This inference 
seemed deducible not only from the vol- 
ume of trading itself, but also from ab- 
sence of any urgent demand for Stock 
Exchange funds. The tone of-the call 
money market was, if anything, easier 
than it had been, while new offers of 
funds on time found lower ‘bids from 
borrowers than.those which were being 
made a week ago. There was some in- 
crease in the supply of money for short- 
time loans, part .of which was believed 
to represent offerings from _ interior 
banks, but this increase in sup- 
ply did not reach sufficlent propor- 
tions to bring any further decline in 
rates. Favorable statements were made 
by both the Bank of France and the 
Bank of England, which have continued 
to gain gold, the former thanks to sup- 
plies of the metal recently obtained in 
this market. 

Better prices wére reported yesterday 
for copper, which was in part attributed 
to the continued demand from abroad 
and in part to the strike of the copper 
miners in the Lake Superior region. This 
strike assumed greater importance from 
the industrial point of view yesterday, 
but its effect on the copper shares listed 
here was favorable on the theory that 
the withholding of supplies from mines 
of large productive capacity -might ad- 
vance the price of the metal sufficiently 
to increase the profits of the mines 
which are free from the labor troubles 
which are interfering with the Michigan 
mines. In respect to the other and far 
more important labor controversy now 
under way, the belief gained furthef 
greund yesterday that whatever chance 
had existed of a breach between the rail- 
roads and their men was rapidly dimin- 
ishing. It had at. no time been reaHy 


feared that there would be a strike, but}. 
‘there was 


naturally more or less un- 
easiness ‘Over the possibility of the re< 
lations between the railroads and their 
men becoming deadlocked. The work 
o* the Federal mediators in bringing the 
two sides nearer to common ground re- 
garding the matters to be submitted to 
arbitration was regarded yesterday as 
the forerunner of a complete agreement 
on this point. 

There were very few sieaitibicibaiil re- 
corded yesterday in Government bonds, 
but the Panama 3 per cent. issue, which 
was put out without the circulation 
privilege two years ago, was offered 
under par for the first time, and at one 
time during the day the 2s of 1930 were 
offered as low as 96. The fact is plain 
that the market for Government bonds 
has not received the benefit which was 
expected, and it would seem reasonably 
expected, to accrue from the changes 
which were made in the bond provision 
of the Currency bill at the suggestion of 
Secretary McAdoo and Chairman Glass. 
The fact that the changes for the better, 
which were made in those sections of the 
bill, have so far accomplished no im- 
provement in the market for United 
States bonds is by some of the dealers 
in those issues laid at the door of those 
members of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee who have been 
raising objections to one or another of 
the provisions regarding the plan and 
who have been urging, and in part suc- 
.cesefully, the adoption by the committee 
of various extraneous proposals. Where- 
ever the cause lies the course of the 
Government bond market makes it plain 
that up to this time at least the com- 


mendable effort'of Chairman Glass and 
of some of his colNeagues to fortify the 
position of the Government’s bonds has 
been frustrated. At .the same time it 
would appear that it would take but 
relatively little buying to put an en- 
tirely different complexion on the mar- 
ket for these bonds.

“TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


One Committee Keeps at Work. 


In the Summer months Stock Ex- 
change committees disband and are not 
called together again until Fall, except 
to meet. the most extraordinary situ- 
ations. There is an exception to this 
custom this Summer, however. ‘The 
Committee on Business Conduct, which 
is composed of’ Governors of the .Ex~ 
change, is meeting practically, every 
day. The sessions are rather informal 
and not all the members attend all the 
meetings, but,each man keeps in touch 
with the course of event# and knows 
exactly what disciplinary measures are 
being considered. The Business Con- 
duct Committee is taking its work seri- 
ously and {ts activities are not lookéd 
upon by the general run of members in 
the light of the old adage concerning a 
new broom, although the complaint. is 
voiced occasionally that the rules of 
trading are being so strictly upheld as 
to hurt business. 
ful eye is kept-open for anything that 
looks like manipulation. Bvery few 
days, even in weeks of great dullness, 
brokers have been called before the 
committee to explain about this and 
that transaction, their explanations be- 
ing substantiated by a study of their 
books by committee members. 
it has been clear that the rules of: the 
Exchange ‘were being deliberately in- 
fringed upon, the member ‘jin error has 
learned that a second offense would 
not be *passed by with a warning. The 
committee works quietly. When a 
broker is called before it the Exchange 
frequently hears little about the ac- 
tion, the public nothing at all, unless 
@ suspension occurs. The committee 
pays much attention to small offenses 
lest they grow large.

A Story From the Paat. 


: In drawing a contrast between present 
trading ethics and those in vogue a 
decade ago; a broker yesterday told of 
the unusual methods of a specialist in 
American Ice, who has since gone to 
his reward. American Ice at the period 
mentioned was a favorite medium of 
speculation. The specialist worked hard 
when there was work to do, and at 
other times he dozed in a seat at the 
Ice post. A call boy, subsidized for the 
purpose, was kept close by to keep the 
sleeper informed of the progress of 
trading.

The sale ef a seat at $40,000 yesterday

A ééinpitation , of the reports turned 
into. théir houses’ by traveling salesmen, 
made in the interest of one of the large 
railway systems, indicates that manu- 
facturing operations, in general, are be- 
ing carried on vigorously, with most 
plants running full. There are local ex- 
ceptions to this, as in Northwestern 
Pennsylvania, where strikes prevail; in 
Philadelphia, where the textile mills are 
only running part time; in New Eng- 
land, where woolen and cotton mills are 
waiting results of the proposed tariff 
changes; in Passaic and Paterson, 
among the silk mills, and tn San Fran- 
cisco, where labor troubles have reduced 
manufacturing activity. The shoe faec- 
tories of New England and the West 
have liberal orders, which also holds 
true of the furniture factories in North 
Carolina, Michigan and the West. - The 
cement industry is generally prosperous, 
but doing poorly in Kansas, where many 
of the plants have shut down.

The naval 
stores and turpentine industries through- 
out the yellow pine sections of the South 
are reported as suffering from lack of 
orders, owing to the increased use of 
substitutes, such as light petroleum oil 
and benzine and what is known as wood 
turpentine.

ELLIOTT THE CHOICE 
10 HEAD NEW HAVEN 


Committee Has Made Up Its 
Mind to Name Him, and His 


Friends Say He Will Acept. 


HE’LL BE CHAIRMAN SOON 


Full Authority to Go with Him, If He 
Is the Man, -and He May Appoint 


His Own Successor as President. 


The special committee of six Directors 
appointed to select a successor to 
Charles S. Mellen as President of the 


New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road is expected to present to the full 
board this afternoon the name of How- 
ard Elliott, now President of the North- 
ern Pacific. Mr. Elliott has been non- 
committal as to Hs position in case the 
New Haven position is tendered him, but 
his friends say that he has decided to ac- 
cept. 

The committee has also had in mind, 
it is understood, Daniel Willard of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, but Mr. Willard ig 
not willing to leave his present place. 
Gossip in railway circles has made Mr. 
Willard the logical successor to W. C. 
Brown of the New York Central .when 
he carries out his long-cherished desire 
to return to private life. 

If Mr. Elliott is chosen for the New 
Haven Presidency, and there is Httle 
doubt but that his selection will be con- 
firmed this afternoon if a quorum of the 
board can be obtained, he will not hold 
that position long. The same committee 
that will recommend his election will at 


company's by-laws which will provide 
for the creation of a new position as 
chairman of the board. The man chosen 
President to-day will then be made 
Chairman, with the privilege of choosing 
an operating man as President. 

A rumor that either Theodore N. Vail 
or J. P. Morgan would be made Chair- 
man to serve until the practical reor- 
ganization planned for the New Haven 
system has been effected was quickly 
set at rest by one of the men named 
He said that to-day’s choice 
for the vacancy created by Mr. Mel- 
len’s retirement would be allowed a 
free hand in the selection of a man to 
work with him, and that he could pro- 
mote one of the New Haven Vice Presi- 
dents or go outside of New England 
for a President as he preferred. 

If Mr. Elliott is made Chairman of 
the New Haven’'s large Board of Di- 
rectors it will further emphasize a new 
tendency in the management of Amer- 
ican railways. The dual positions are 
common, but until recently a railway 
Chairmanship has been more or less 
of an honorary position with few du- 
ties attached to it, and has been cre- 
ated to provide a place for a retiring 
President. The most notable exception 
was in the Great Northern, when James 
J. Hill was Chairman of the board and 
his son, Louis W. Hill, President. Both 
of the Hills were active in the road’s 
and the arrangement proved 
very satisfactory. The Canadian Pa- 
cific has had both a Chairman_ and 
President since the retirement of Presi- 
dent Sir William Van Horn, but Presi- 
dent Shaughnessy has been the actual 
head of the system. 

The Hill policy was adopted upon the 
dissolution of the Harriman system, 
when Judge R. S. Lovett, who had been 
President of the Union Pacific, and Ju- 
lius Kruttschnitt, President of the South- 
ern Pacific, were made Chairmen with 
operating men under them to handle the 
traffic and transportation problems. The 
New Haven is thus the third big Ameri- 
can system to divide the executive re- 
sponsibility between two men. 

As Chairman, Mr. Elliott will have en- 
tire charge of all the New Haven’s prop- 
erties, steamships, trolleys and_ rail- 
roads. The Boston & Maine will con- 
tinue to have its own president an 
the New Haven will have a presiden 
whose duties will not extend beyond the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
he woke were bankers interested in the 
Hill and Mellen roads that Mr. Elliott 
would be made President of the New 
Haven that they were discussing yes- 
terday the probable choice of his suc- 
cessor on the Northern Pacific.

EXCHANGE SEAT HIGHER. 


Sells at $40,000, $3,000 Up 
from Last Sale. 


Stock Exchange members extracted 
much satisfaction yesterday from the 
announcement that a seat had been 
sold at a price $3,000 higher than the 
year’s low record of $37,000, which was 
established last week. The membership 
of: Regina] M. Johnson, of Van Beuren 
& Jesup, was bought by Phillips A. 
Clarke, of Hayden, Stone & Co., for 
$40,000. Mr. Johnson became a mem- 
ber of the board a little more than a 
year ago. 

While the transaction showed a sub- 
stantial recovery from the preceding 
sale, the price was still several thous- 
ands below the minimum quotation of 
every year since 1900. Last year mem- 


berships did not fall below $55,000, and 
sold up as high as $74,000, and in the 
two years before 1912 the bottom price 
was $65,000.

Result Shows Public Realization of 
Harm Done by Uncertainty.

legislation. The cities heard from _ are 
in twenty States, which do not include 
New England or the Eastern States 
north of Virginia nor the large money 
centres such as Chicago and St. Louls.

Anxiety as to possible forced denational- 
ization of institutions now under Federal 
control.

NO BURLEY RECEIVER. 


Judge Holds That Company’s As- 
sets Are Triple Its Indebtedness. 


COVINGTON, Ky., July 24.—Judge 
Matt Harbeson in the Kenton County 
Circuit Court here to-day handed down 
an order declining to appoint a _ re- 
ceiver for the Burley Tobacco Com- 
pany in the case of Elmer B. Stansifer 
on behalf of stockholders against Clar- 
ence Le Bus and about fifty other de- 
fendants. 

Judge Harbeson said that no evidence 
had been introduced which would indi- 
cate that the assets of the Burley 
Tobacco Company, consisting of fac- 
tory, storehouse, loose-leaf warehouses 
and stock on hand were of less value 
than $1,500,000 while there was evidence 
to the effect that those assets might 
be worth nearly $2,000,000, the indebted- 
ness being only $518,0000, or less than 
one-third of the assets.

of his yacht, Centre, asked Supreme 
Court Justice Donnelly yeste@day to 
sanction the cost of serving the papers 
on the men at their country homes. 

Justice Donnelly reserved decision. 

The attorney for United States Lloyds 
contended that all the men interested in 
the case could be served at their Wall 
Street offices, and that the additional 
cost of going to their country homes was 
unnecessary. All these men, the attor- 
ty said, were willing to abide by the 
decision in _the_ suit for $150 brought 
against Adrian Iselin, Jr. He said tha? 
when this case was brought to trial he 
would show that the alleged “ Capt. Fish 
of the British Army” was a floor walker 
in a department store, and that for 
$5,000 he purchased a yacht and, efter 
getting it insured for $15,000 by false 
representations, destroyed it. 

The attorney for the plaintiff in reply 
said: “It is easier to go through the 
eye of the proverbial needle than it is 
for a process server to run the gantlet 
of office boys, husky bouncers, pretty 
Stenographers and affable secretaries 
guarding Wall Street offices. We have 
found it much better to serve legal 
papers on these men at their country 
homes. It is they who have compelled 
us to bring 100 separate suits for $150 
each, instead of one action against the 
whole company.

STEINWAY TUNNEL 
~ STIRS COMMISSION 


Conflict Over Interborough’s 


Proposal to Get It Ready at 
Cost Plus.15 Per Cent. 


PAY FOR ADMINISTRATION 


Maltbie Objects, Holding This Vio- 
lates Dual Subway Agreement 
- we10% Allowance ‘/oted. 


A conflict among the members of the 
Public Service Commission developed 
yesterday when a move was made to 
get the Steinway Tunnel in condition 
fer operation. Though the amount in- 
volved was only about $50,000, Commis- 
sioner Maltbie asserted that the com- 
mission was violating the terms of the 


dual system contracts in favor of the 

Interborough, and was establishing a 
precedent in the first case.of the sort 
which had come before it which would 
be disastrous to the city’s interests. 

In order to get the Steinway Tunnel 
in use it was necessary to authorize a 
transfer of the tunnel from the Trus- 
tees of the old New York & Long Island 
Railroad Company to the Interborough. 
This wag promptly done, and now the 
Interborough is under contract to trans- 
fer the title to the city. It will then 
receive a credit of $3,000,000 upon the 
$58,000,000 which it is required to con- 
tribute toward the construction cost of 
the new subways. 

The fight came over the plan pro- 
posed for the preparation of the tunnel 
for temporary operation, which it is es- 
timated will cost $500,000. The Inter- 
borough suggested that it should itself 
perform this work under the super- 
vision of Alfred Craven, Chief Engineer 
of the commission, on the ground that 
it was familiar with the construction of 
the tunnel and had the ability to com- 
plete the work in the shortest possible 
time, It offered to undertake this work 
at actuai cost plus a percentage to 
cover the expenses of administration, 
superintendence, engineering and legal 
services. ; 

The percentage was left blank in the 
offer to the commission and there was 
some talk of it being filled in with 15 
per cent. At the meeting of the com- 
mission in the morning, when the sub- 
ject first came up, Commissioner Cram 
said that he would never vote for 15 
per cent., and Commissioner Williams 
agreed with him. The matter then went 
over to & special session in the after- 
noon. 

A. much deeper question, however, 
than the ameunt of the percentage was 
involved, for Commissioner Maitbie took 
the stand that the Interborough was 
not entitled to any profit whatever, and 
was, according to the dual Subway 
agreement; specifically bound to turn 
over any such profits as it might chance 
to make in construction work. He held 
the view that under the agreement the 
eity and the company were partners, 
and that it was absurd to suppose that 
one partner might make a profit out of 
the Work which it undertook for the 
partnership. 

On the vote to permit the Interborough 
to undertake the Steinway work at the 
cost of construction plus 15 per cent., 
Chairman McCall voted aye and Com- 
missioner Maltbie no, and then Com- 
missioner Eustis said: ‘*‘ This contract is 
not in sympathy with the dual system 
contracts. We should be taking a back- 
ward step if we gave the Interborough 
@ commission now. At any rate, I am 
against granting them 15 per cent. I 
might be willing to grant them 10 per 
cent. for engineering and administrative 
expenses if proof were given that these 
really amount to that.”’ 

After a discussion as to what these 
administrative and engineering expenses 
would really be, in which Chairman Mc- 
Call said that he understood that the 
commission’s own engineers thought 10 

er cent. was not enough, and Leroy T. 

arkness, counsel for the commission, 
thought 6 or 7 per cent. was about suf- 
ficient, the debate grew warm. 

“T am tired of all these delays,"’ said 
the Chairman, with emphasis, ‘*‘ Why 
can’t we get some action.’’ 

_“* Well,”” retorted Commissioner Eus- 
tis, with some heat, ‘‘ let them give us 
proof. I always suspect the men who 
ask for things and won't give us proof.’’ 

Commissioner Williams broke in again 
with a motion to make the commission 
10 per cent., and this was earried, Chair- 
man McCall and Commissioners Eustis 
and Williams voting for it and Commis- 
sioner Maltbie against it. Commissioner 
Cram was absent. 

Commissioner Maltbie gave out a 
statement afterward in which he said 
that since the Interborough was to re- 
ceive $6,385,000 preferential and get its 
6 per cent. interest before the city re- 
ceived any return, the company had no 
object whatever in keeping down ex- 
penses. Mcanwhile, every increase in 
expenses redueed the chance of the city’s 
getting anything.

COLBY FOR LAND TAX. 


Says New York in 7 Years Gave a 
Few Families $2,203,535,488. 


Senator Everett Colby, an aspirant 
for the Progressive nomination for Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, spoke last night 
in the New Auditorium at Newark. He 
devoted most of his speech to a plan 
for discouraging the holding of land for 
speculation. 

“The suggestion I offer,’’ he said, ‘‘ is 
to enact a law giving all cities, by 
referendum, the right to reduce the tax 
rate on buildings 10 per cent. a year 
until the tax rate ‘on buildings shall be 
one-half the tax rate on land. The 


suggestion is not new, nor is it radical. 
It is going into effect in cities all over 
the country, and was adopted by both 
Pittsburgh and Scranton in the last few 
weeks. It is not a single tax proms. 
Jt is not even a land tax, strictly speak- 
ing; but rather a tax on lan values 
which do not belong to the owner. 

Senator Colby said that_a large part of 
the land value of New York City was 
owned by less than 1,000 families and 
that in the last seven years the land 
value increased by $700,000,000. In this 
time, he said, the ground rent of this 
land, calculated on a basis of @ per 
cent., Was $2,751,717,353. While the 
total profit to land owners In this period 
was cee rere according Se eee 
Colby’s figures, the city had re red 
taxes tem this land only $548,181,865, 
leaving to the land owners $2,203,539,488. 

“In other words,” he said, “the peo- 
ple of New York City in, seven, years 
made a gift to a few families of $2,2038,- 
533,488. The Government land is nearly 
all sold and the valuable land is being 
appropr’sted and much of it by for- 
eigners, and yet only 46 per cent. of the 
families of the country own their own 
homes. The Texas Land Syndicate, in 
which the Duke of Rutland and Lord 
Beresford are largely interested, own, 
it is said, 3,000,000 acres in Texas. The 
British Land Company 300,000 acres In 
Kansas, Sir Edward Reed, 1,000,000 acres 
in Florida, and Lady Gordon and the 
Marquis Dalhousie, 2,000,000. 

Senator Colby appealed for home rule 
for New Jersey cities, the short ballot, 
investigation and publicity in labor dis- 
putes, and municipal regulation of pub- 
he utilities. If regulation did not prove 
a success, he recommended experiment- 
ing cautiously in municipal ownership 
bv giving any municipality the right to 
take over one of the public utilities re- 
quiring for its operation a minimum 
amount of labor. If that was operated 
to advantage, he said, it would be clear 
what step to take next. 


FINED FOR TAXI OVERCHARGE 


Chauffeur Warned by Commissioner 
Wallace at Hearing of Case, 


Those hundreds of persons of exper!i- 
ence with taxicab drivers who either 
asserted that their taximeters would not 


work, or that they had forgotten to 
turn down the flag, as required by law, 
and who have paid under protest the 
sum claimed by the driver, will be in- 
terested to learn that one of these inen 
Was arraigned before Commissioner 
Wallace, at the Mayor’s~ Bureau of 
Licenses yesterday, and compelled to 
pay back what he had charged beyond 
the legal rate, and fined $5. 

The citizen who appeared as complain- 
ant testified that on the night of June 
25 he had engaged a taxicab at the New 
Amsterdam Theatre, and had ridden to 
a restaurant on Fiftieth Street. When 
he got out the driver asserted that his 
taximeter was not working, 
manded eighty cents for the fare. The 
citizen protested, but the driver de- 
mandecd the sum he had named, and as 
it was raining the other paid the money, 
informing the man that he would fake 
the matter up with the authorities. He 
had several times had a simlar experi- 
ence, but this time he took down the 
numbers on the rear of the vehicle and 
on the lamps, which did not correspond. 
The next day he sent his complaint to 
Commissioner Wallace. Some time later 
he received a notice that the case would 
be called at a certain hour yesterday 
morning, 

Owing to the fact that the new taxi- 
cab rules go into effect Aug. 1, the citi- 
zen wh) suffered from the common 
American complaint of unwillingness to 
undergo personal inconvenience in order 
to have the law enforced when the sum 
at stake is insignifcant, almost came to 
a decision that he would not press the 
complaint. However, he was persuaded 
that it was his duty. The driver, who 
gave his name as Michael Dunn, and 
the owner of the machine, Herman 
Horning, appeared before the Commis- 
sioner. Dunn's testimony did not con- 
tradict the testimony of the complain- 


ant, except that he denied he had said} 


his taximeter was out of order. He had 
been in a hurry, and had forgotten to 
turn down his flag, he said. Horning 
affirmed that the taximeter was work- 
ing. It developed that Dunn had no 
license, and that he had been driving the 
car two weeks when the complaint was 
made. 

Commissioner Wallace ordered him to 
refund twenty cents to the complainant, 
fined him for not having turned down 
his flag, and then warned him that if 
another complaint were made against 
him a license would be refused to him 
under the new law. 

Later the Commissioner said that un- 
der the new rules all taxicab drivers 
would be compelled to wear a designat- 
ing badge, showing that they were 
licensed, and that a policeman who 
found one without his badge would be 
required to arrest him. 

“There would be less trouble about 
overcharges by taxicab drivers,’’ he 
added, “if people who have been im- 

osed upon would do their part in see- 
ng that-.the law is enforced. One 
trouble has been all along that so many 
think only of the slight sum involved 
and of their possible inconvenience, and 
not so much of the principle.” 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


A. G. Pritchard & Co. Lose on Vege- 
table Protest—Butler Bros. Win. 


In overruling protests by A. G. Pritch- 
ard & Co., the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday held that 


while it was a manifest hardship for 
importers to be compelled to pay duty 
On vegetables condemned by the New 
York Board of Health, or thrown over- 
board before arrival, relief could not 
be granted unless importers complied 
with the regulations of the Secretary of 
the Treasury covering such impertations, 

It appeared from the testimony that 
the vegetables, in this case potatoes, de- 
cayed during the voyage. “Some of the 
pctatoes were presumably dumped over- 
board at sea, while the balance was con- 
demned by the Board of Health. As the 
importers failed to submit statements 
relating to the percentage of loss re- 
sulting from decay, as required by the 
Treasury Department, the Collector as- 
sessed full duty on the importation as 
covered by the invoices. Judge Waite, 
in his decision for the board affirming 
the assessment, said: 

“It seems a hardship that duty must 
be paid upon goods under those circum- 
stances, but the way was open to the 
importers to comply with the require- 
ments of the law, and the regulations 
made thereunder.” 

The board sustained a claim by Butler 
Brothers, regarding the classification 
under the present tariff of small metal 
trays. The Collector at Chicago as- 
sessed the goods at the rate of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provision in 
the law for smokers’ articles. The im- 
porters protested that the trays were ta 

e used as receptacles for pins, and 
were therefore properly dutiable at 45 
per cent. as Manufactures of metal. In 
reversing the Collector Judge Hay said 
there was nothing to justify the return 
of the articles as smokers’ accessories.

Velvet Hat Bands Coming. 

The grosgrain ribbon hat band that 
has so long done service in men’s head- 
gear will be relegated to the background 
this Fall, so far as soft hats are con- 
cerned. It will be retired in favor of 
velvet ribbons, -and manufacturers and 
importers of these goods are looking 
forward to good business from this new 
source. Inquiry around the market yes- 
terday revealed the tact that not all 


of the merchants handling velvet rib- 
bons had been approached by hatmak- 
ers, but in several cases the proposed 
innovation had .been made known and 
more or less business placed. Blacks and 
colors are both sought by the manufac- 
turers, with the principal business 
placed in navy, grays, sreens and 
blacks. In most cases, it was said, the 
ribbons ordered were of the cheaper 
varieties. Some hope was expressed 
that if the change were successful vel- 
vet ‘ribbons would be used for banding 
straw ]ats next Summer. The change 
is attributed more to the adoption of 
these ribbons on certain makes of Euro- 
pean hats than on any searcity of gros- 
grain ribbons here as a result of the 
silk strike.

The Mayor's bu- 
reau became officially interested in the 
gem question on July 1, and has facili- 
ties for weighing gems ranging from 
1-200th of a Karat to 2,500 karats.

Knit Goods Makers Warring. 

There is a controversy going on in 
the knit goods field which promises to 
attract consicerable attention before 
it ig settled. It concerns the manufact- 
ure of closed-crotch union suits. Some 
weeks ago the Cooper Underwear Com- 
pany of Kenosha, Wis., surprised the 
local trade with a letter setting forth 
its claims to the exclusive manufacture 
of this kind of merchandise, and tell- 
ing that it expected to stop several 
competitors from making these goods. 


One of these competitors was the Globe 
Knitting Works of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
represented in this city by the Robisch- 
on & Peckham Company. “Through an 
open letter to the trade in a recent issue 
of a well-known textile journal the lat- 
ter concern set forth its position forci- 
bly, and called on the Cooper Company 
to tell just how it was going to make 
good its threat. According to reports 
in this market, the Cooper interests will 
reply with considerable use of printer’s 
ink in forthcoming issues of the trade 
press that it will be by the injunction 
route. At the office of Robischon «& 
Peckham yesterday it was said that they 
stood ready to protect their licensees 
and their own patent rights to the full- 
est extent. The settlement of the ques- 
tion will bear directly on one of the 
most important phases of the underwear 
business at the present time.

Wooden Heels Add to Cost. 

Buyers now in the local market are 
inquiring extensively about wooden- 
heeled shoes, both welts and turns. They 
say’ that retailers are demanding more 
shoes so fitted than ever. A manufact- 
urer said yesterday that shoes with 


wooden heels eost more to make than 
those with ordinary leather heels, as 
they must be fitted to shoes carefully, 
and by hand. Full Louis heels, cellu- 
ioid-covered, cost the manufacturer $2.60 
a dozen, and kid-covered heels cost $2.25 
a dozen. Manufacturers figure that they 
must get an increase of from 25 to 65V 
cents a pair for wooden-heeled shoes, 
and they say that the retailer must ad- 
vance his prices accordingly.

Fall Suit Buying Varied. 
Western and Southern buyers now in 


the local market inspecting Fall lines 
of women’s suits are ordering in good 
quantities. The tendency is not toward 
ordering heavily in any one style, but 
the variety of selections is said to be 
sufficient to bring the total up to the 
average. This buying is not entirely 
satisfactory, however, as it necessitates 
manufacturers using a larger variety 
of linings and trimmings than where 
larger quantities can be made up at 
one time. The manufacturers are anx- 
fous to do all within their power to 
facilitate deliveries, but they say that 
they must be given more time than is 
customary if buying continues in this 
way.

The Yokohama raw silk market has 


fallen off slightly since the recent ad- 
vanee, but better buying for HDuropéan 
account has resulted.

For the 
first time in a long while shipments to 
Europe from that market equaled those 
to the United States. The Canton mar- 
ket is firm, with stocks nil and demand 
generally good.

FINE AUTO ROADS 
| ON JERSEY COAST 


Highways at the Many Seaside 
Resorts Are in Good Con- 
dition This Year. 


After going by ferry from the Battery 
to Staten Island the motorist bound for 
the Jersey coast will find good roads, 
according to the touring department of 
the Automobile Club of America, to the 
ferry at Tottenville, where the Arthur 
Kill is crossed to Perth Amboy. A long 
bridge over the Raritan River is then 
crossed to South Amboy, whence a run 
of six miles leads to Keyport. Here 
the route bears to the left and leads 
through New Monmouth and Atlantic 
Highlands to Highland. A short run 
from this place brings one to Highland 
Beach, where the splendid Monmouth 
County Ocean Drive, -with its unob- 
structed views of the ocean, is entered. 
This is. followed through Seabright and 
Monmouth Beach to Long Branch, two 
miles beyond. Between this point and 
Seaside Park there are many shore re- 
sorts. Running through West End and 
Elberon the motorist next reaches Deal, 
from which a left turn takes him to 
Deal Beach. Then come Allenhurst 
and Asbury Park and, just to the south, 
Ocean Grove, Bradley Beach, Belmar, 
Spring Lake, Seagirt and Manasquam 
follow in quick succession. All these 
places have fine beaches, renowned for 
their surf bathing. Also all of them 
are traversed by roads which are in ex- 
cellent condition this year. This at- 
tractive run next leads to Point Pleas- 
ant, the oldest*resort on the New Jer- 
Bey coast. From there a run down a 
long point with water on each side leads 
to Seaside Park. The return to New 
York may be made by following one's 
outgoing wheel tracks or, for diversity, 
g00d roads may be followed by way of 
Lakewood, Philadelphia, Freehold, Key- 
port and Perth Amboy.

One of the large automobile com- 
panies has just presented a six-cylinder 
car to Dr. H. F. Ong of Portland, Ore., 
in recognition of his discovery of a com- 
pound-to clean cylinders and valves of 
carbon~ deposit. Severe tests of the 
compound have been made by the com- 
pany, but it is asserted that a complete 


cleansing of the parts involved was the 
result in every case. The nature of the 
physician’s discovery has not been made 
public, but it is introduced into the 
motor without taking down the engine 
or laying up the car and does its work, 
it is said, in the course of five minutes 
of ordinary running. If this invention 
does all that is claimed for it, one of 
the most annoying sources of automo- 
bile trouble, the pitting and fouling of 
cylinders and “valves and consequent 
knocking and missing in the motor, 
will be done away with. It has long 
been necessary to grind valves and take 
down the engine in order to clean 
cylinders, at intervals which varied 
with the amount of running, the nature 
of the fuel used and other factors. 
This process is an expensive one, as 
well as troublesome, and the evils for 
which it is the remedy do much to im- 
pair the efficiency of the engine, as any 
experienced motorist knows.

Hundreds of 
acres of vineyards are passed and there 
are some fine views of the Hudson 
River.

Both Sides Seem to Expect One, 
and Trainmen Want It 


to Run from May 1. 
MEDIATORS. MOVE SLOWLY 


But Men and Managers Both Yield 


Ground, and May Agree Upon 
Arbitration Within 48 Hours. 


The members of the National Board of 
Mediation and Conciliation put in yes- 
terday the fourth day on their task of 
bringing together the Eastern Raill-

Manager’s task was 
fast growing inté a’'specialization in 
labor controversies. e pointed out 
that the bulk of the Hastern Managers’ 
time. since March, 1912, had been spent 
in just such dickering as was at present 
in progress, and that such intervals as 
they had at the home offices were bare- 
ly fons enough to permit of their gath- 
ering up the loose ends. The roads, he 
said, were Virtually being run by sec- 
ond and event third assistants, for all 


road and trainmen and conductors who the world like a certain Cabinet office. 


launched the controversy by their de- 
mand for higher wages. Although the 
mediation work, according to all the 
forecasts from the disputants, was to 
be only a matter of a day or 80, the 
fourth day did not see it completed. By 
last evening the two parties to the con- 
troversy were much closer together than 
at the start, and nearly all the predic- 
tions voiced in the corridor of the Man- 
hattan Hotel had it that the articles of 
arbitration would -be agreed upon and 
signed before to-morrow evening. 
Peace, however, has not yet been as- 
sured. A big strike is still a distinct 
possibllity. 

Judge William Lea Chambers and 
his associate mediators are plying their 
conciliatory arts more largely upon the 
managers than upon the brotherhoods, 
and the work with those representatives 
of the roads, which was carried on all 
yesterday afternoon, will probably be 
resumed the first thing this morning. 
The brotherhoods, however, have been 
made to yield some ground. The man: 
agers are still fencing for position and 
no concession is being made without 
due resistance. It is understood that 
part of the mediation work is concen- 
trating on the question of the effec- 
tive date of the award of the arbi- 
trators. 

It is one of the provisions of the 
Newlands Act that the effective date 
of any award shall be stipulated. be- 
forehand in the egreement to arbitrate. 


Roads Against Retroactive Award. 


The men believe that any increase of 
wages should date back to the first day 
of May, and the managers, before they 
yield enough ground to permit of arbi- 
tration, want to be very sure that no 
such retroactive award will be fixed by 
the arbitrators. Throughout all the 
talk of prospective arbitration there has 
been no question from either side that 
the award would mean an increase of 
wages. And while throughout all the 
informal discussion of the mediation in 
the hotel it has not been seriously ques-~ 
tioned that arbitration would be the end 
of the present negotiations, it is still 
realized both by the managers and by 
the brotherhoods that a misstep or an 
indiscretion might, embroil all parties 
in such a way as to terminate the medi- 
ation work abruptly and lead to the 
issuance of a ‘strike order affecting 
100,000 workers.in the Eastern territory. 

Assistant Commissioner Hanger, the 
appointed mouthpiece of the mediators, 


evaded all questions on the prospects of’ 


the work’s successful termination, but 
he did say that these would not be 
hopeless so long as the three mediators 
remained in town; that the first sign 
of arbitration being out of the question 
would be the sight of Judge Chambers 
and his associates making a swift de- 
parture for Washington. 

The mediators continued yesterday to 

prohibit publicity. of the mediation 
work. It was definitely, .established 
that this policy was not dictated by. the 
managers. The question was put di- 
cerry to the managers’ spokesman, J. 
W, Lee, : : ’

NO SEATS, NO FARES. 


Five Jerseymen Fined for Refusing 
to Pay Appeal Case. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 24.— 
Justice Trenchard of the Supreme Court 
yesterday allowed a writ of certiorari 
to review the conviction of five Pleas- 


antville men, who on June 7 were ar- 


rested and fined $5 each in the Recor- 
der’s Court for refusing to pay their 
fares on an Atlantic City and Shore 
Line trolley car because they did not 
get seats and were forced to stand. 

Calvin.. Burns, . Calvin Nickerson, 
Adolph’ Nigel, George Sayers, and Aaron 
Warner were the five men arrested. 
With the backing of several labor 
unions they have determined to obtain 
a decision on the question. The writ 
was made returnable on Aug. 12. 

It is the contention of the five that 
since. they entered the car in good faith 
they were entitled to a seat upon pay- 
ment of their fares, and that if the 
railway company does not live up to 
implied agreement and furnish seats 
for them they are not required to pay 
for the ride.

Congregation Progresses from 
Baseball to Bullets on 
Hudson River Picnic. 


FIGHTERS BOMBARD POLICE 


‘Bury Their Differences to Shower

{ Patrolmen with Bottles and Boxes 
i When They Board the Boats. 


The annual excursion of Bethel A. M. 
E. Church, in Twenty-fifth Street, be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth Avenues, 


was held yesterday, and some 1,500 
negroes traveled on the steamer Em- 
pire and Barge Isabella up the Hudson 
to Point Pleasant,’ opposite Ossining. 
They landed there in the middle of the 
morning and proceeded to amuse them- 
selves with games and a baseball con- 
test. 

They were having a pretty good time, 
they agreed, though some of the pick- 
nickers craved more excitement. The 
women and children had gathered in one 
corner of the grove and were unpacking 
the eatables. Here and there a few 
members of the congregation were 
asleep under bushes and “all was con- 
sonant with the drowsy calm of a Sum- 
mer’s day. Stilil there seemed to be 
something lacking. This void was soon 
filled. 

From over near the river side of the 
grove a score of negroes ran into the 
clearing, pursued by another band of 
the same size. From the second group 
revolvers began to bark. The shots were 
aimed in the direction of the women and 
children ,and they fled in a panic. The 
firing kept up between the two groups,

who finallly closed in and drew knives 
and razors. The excitement spread rap- 
idly. Soon all the men in the gathering 
were involved in the fray with the ex- 
ception ‘of a stout deacon in the church, 
who continued to slumber blissfully 
throughout the fracas. 

Capt. Naughton of the Empire and 
Isabella and his crew of ten did the 
best they could to herd the women and 
children back to the safety of the boats. 
They notified the Ossining police, and 
a hospital there, of the fight. When the 
police arrived they found the battle, 
which had lasted for twenty-five min- 
utes, was over. The hospital physicians 
treated one man who had been injured 
seriously. He was Charles Jones of 215 
East ifty-ninth Street. He was reé- 
moved to the hospital. 

Then the boats got under way for New 
York. The Ossining police had notified 
Police Headquarters here, and Acting 
Capt. Mott was sent up the: Hudson in 
the police boat Patrol to meet the ex- 
cursion. He met the boats near Spuyten 
Duyvil and drew alongside. He and his 
squad of six men were assailed by the 
negroes with pop. bottles, boxes, and 
whatever they could lay their hands on. 
Nevertheless, the policemen got on board 
the boats and started an investigation. 

The West 125th Street Police Station 
had been notified and Inspector Titus, 
with Capt. Lincoln Gray, Detectives 
Lazarene and Trayer, and thirty patrol- 
men, went to the plier at the foot of 
West 132d Street, where the Patroyl was 
signalled to convoy its charges. This 
pier is near the Fort Lee Ferry and 
thousands of commuters, seeing. the 
squad of policemen taking charge of the 
pier, waited to watch developments. 

The shore police formed in two lines 
down the pier and surrounded the gang- 
plank. When the negroes saw the police- 
men awaiting them they were thrown 
into a panic. Revolvers, knives, and 
razors were thrown into the water from 
all parts of the boat. 

The first persons allowed to quit the 
boats were Mrs. Charles Jones, wife of 
the injured man, and his brother Will- 
jam. Then the rest of the excursion- 
ists came down in single file. They 
were searched as they arrived on the 
wet and then paraded before the 

oneses in-the hope that they might 
identify those who had been responsible 
for the shooting in the grove. 

Percy Smith of 39 West 135th Street 
was picked out by Mrs. Jones as one 
of those who had started the trouble 
up the river. He was arrested on a 
charge of felonious assault. Two wo- 
men were also held on a charge of 
disorderly conduct for taking part in 
the scuffle. They were Lucy Jackson 
of 227 West Sixty-second Street’ and 
Sadie Haiden of 235 West Sixty-first 
Street. Five men were arrested on the
